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More troops 
expected to 
leave Ulster

HUNDREDS more troops are 
expected to be puJled out of 
Northern Ireland before the 
summer after an announce¬ 
ment yesterday that routine 
night patrols by the Army in 
Belfast ’"have been stopped. 
Daytime patrols ended in 
January. 

With 18,000 soldiers still in 
Ulster, many confined to bar¬ 
racks, increasing political and 
military pressure is expected 
to bring units home so that 
they can train for other duties. 

The five emergency battal¬ 
ions. with a total of about 
3,200 soldiers, on six-month 
tours of the province wDl be 
the first to be earmarked for 
withdrawal, although there is 
no decision yet on the timing 
of any further troop 
reductions. 

Yesterday's announcement 
by the Royal Ulster Constabu¬ 
lary came as Sinn Fern and the 
Government moved closer to¬ 


wards agreeing the basis for 
ministerial talks. Martin 
McGuinness, leading the Smn 
Fein delegation which has 
held exploratory talks with 
officials, said he would discuss 
any issue with ministers. The 
Northern Ireland Office had 
sent Sinn Fein a letter calling 
for assurances that it would 
enter detailed discussions with 
ministers on the decommis¬ 
sioning of IRA arms. 

Mr McGuinness said in 
West Belfast “We have made 
it quite dear to representatives 
of the British Government 
that we are prepared to en¬ 
gage in substantive and con¬ 
structive discussions with 
British ministers on all rele¬ 
vant issues. No issue should 
be excluded." 

He added: “Demilitari¬ 
sation must therefore be part 
of the peace process. How can 
we have an effective peace 
process which does not in- 


Charge of the 
fat brigade

TOO many fat people are 
trying to get into the Army and 
are failing at the first hurdle, 
the one-and-a-half mile run. 
The Army believes the fatter 
recruits come from a genera¬ 
tion which spends tittle time 
engaged import at school and 
too much time watching tele¬ 
vision and eating unhealthy 
food 

The “obesity factor” is one of 
several examples of social 
change which are causing 
recruiting difficulties. 

One Army source said: 
“WeTe not looking for super¬ 
men. I would hate people to 
think we’re looking for re¬ 
cruits who are mile-a-minute 
men or Arnold Schwarzeneg¬ 
gers. But young men and 
women are less fit and less 
mentally robust than they 
used to be," 

Another said: “Many of the 
people who come to us have no 
concept of what a mile is, let 
alone running it. They may 
have shell suits but they don't 
run in them. They fail the 
fitness test because they've not 
been forced to run at school. 
This is what the Prime Minis¬ 
ter has been saying, about the 
lack of sporting competitive¬ 
ness at schools." 

By contrast, some 18-year- 
old applicants have been so 
undernourished as a result of 
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a poor diet that the Army had 
to turn them away, because 
they were unable to cany the 
heavy packs. 

According to senior Army 
sources, 18 per cent of appli¬ 
cants are failing the initial 
fitness test because they can¬ 
not complete the one-and-a- 
half-mile run. A further 25 per 
cent fail for medical reasons. 
Many of them are excluded 
because they suffer from asth¬ 
ma which is on the increase 
nationally. 

The poor fitness level has 
forced senior officers to con¬ 
sider whether to change the 
initial fitness test and prolong 
the training period to give 
recruits more time to reach the 
required standard. 

The new approach on per¬ 
sonnel and training will be 
masterminded by General Sir 
Michael Rose, the former SAS 
chief and ex-commander of the 
United Nations forces in Bos- 
nia-Herzegovina, who is to 
become the Army’s Adjutant 
General later this year. 

Recruits are allowed to wear 
soft trainers instead of boots 
when they goon training runs. 
However, there are many 
more "lower limb” injuries 
than in the past. 

Army instructors are also 
discovering that trainees on 
their first night exercise can¬ 
not cope with sleeping out in a 
wood or in a hole in the 
ground. “The mental robust¬ 
ness dial we used to get with 
trainees seems to have crum¬ 
bled.” one source said.

Peter Robinson, deputy 
leader of the Democratic 
Unionists, accused the Gov¬ 
ernment of dropping its guard 
to appease the LRA. However. 
RUC and Army chiefs recog¬ 
nise that provided the 
ceasefire continues and the 
peace talks move on success¬ 
fully. there will be no require¬ 
ment to maintain 18.000 
soldiers in Northern Ireland. 

The soldiers on duty remain 
at a high state of alert. The 
platoon-size (about 30 men) 
quick reaction force units who 
are ready at a moment's notice 
to assist the RUC have not 
changed their status. Nor 
have the soldiers on duty at 
the static military observation 
posts and watchtowers, which 
are manned 24 hours a day. 

However, with many of 
their duties as back-up to the 
RUC now removed or re¬ 
duced, thousands of troops 
find they have more time for 
sports activities. Army sources 
said the training ranges at 
Baliykmler in Co Down and at 
Magilligan in Co Londonder¬ 
ry were being used every day. 

The timing for further with¬ 
drawals will be a political 
derision. There was a gap of 
about nine weeks between the 
derision to stop daytime pa¬ 
trols in Belfast and the an¬ 
nouncement on March 14 of 
the withdrawal of the 400- 
man 5 Regiment RqyaJ Artil¬ 
lery. This was the first 
significant troop cut On that 
timetable, the next troop with¬ 
drawal could be ordered be¬ 
fore the end of next month. 
Military sources predicted 
that by late summer or early 
autumn, the Government 
might be in a position to make 
a statement on the expected 
future size of a permanent 
garrison in Ulster.

SOUTH AFRICANS are 
judging tiie Queen's stale visit 
an outstanding success and 
offering prayers of thanks 
because she made rain. 

After three months of 
drought the heavens opened 
on Wednesday as the Queen 
arrived in Johannesburg, 
turning withering crops 
green. By yesterday, some 
eastern areas of the country 
were flooded. On Thursday 
night Durban, in Natal bad 
more than 5in of rain. 

Thabo Mbeki. South Afri¬ 
ca’s First Deputy President 
told the Queen at a Pretoria 
garden party held in a mar¬ 


quee under dark and threat¬ 
ening skies yesterday: “Your 
Majesty, you have brought us 
the great gift of rain, winch in 
our culture promises wealth, 
happiness and good fortune. 
We bestow on you a good 
African name. Motialepida — 
She who Brings Rain." 

Such was the rain that 
today's planned visit by the 
Queen and the Duke of Edin¬ 
burgh to Durban races is 
likely to be cancelled. Wea¬ 
ther apart Palace officials 
and British diplomats are 
expressing glowing satisfac¬ 
tion at the success of the 
Queen's visit which drew 


white crowds of thousands 
and black crowds of tern of 
thousands. On a political 
level, it has set the seal on 
South Africa’s return to the 
Commonwealth and the 
world community after de¬ 
cades as a pariah nation.

BRITAIN achieved its best 
trade performance for nine 
years in 1994. rounding off 
what Kenneth Garke, the 
Chancellor, proclaimed an ex¬ 
cellent year for the economy 
(Janet Bush writes). 

The country ran a current 
account defidt of only £168 
million in 1994, a dramatic 
improvement from the EI1B 
billion shortfall of 1993. Boom¬ 
ing exports and record figures 
for invisible earnings such as 
banking, insurance and tour¬ 
ism, were responsible. A highly 


competitive pound after ster¬ 
ling’s departure from the Ex¬ 
change Rate Mechanism 
boosted exports, while higher 
taxes squeezed consumers. 

Figures also out yesterday 
confirmed 1994 as a year of 
healthy growth and very low 
inflation: growth in the final 
three months was 42 per cent 
higher than a year earlier, and 
the inflation indicator was at 
its lowest level for any year 
since 1959.

HIV-positive surgeon back at work at hospital 
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Browning: sad that he 
will not operate again

THE most senior doctor in Britain to 
admit to being HfV-positive returns to 
work on Monday. Professor George 
Browning, a specialist ear surgeon at the 
Glasgow Royal Infirmary University 
NHS Trust, says he is desperate to 
resume his din cal practice. 

Professor Browning, 54, admitted in 
December that he was HIV positive after 
a public health scare. About 300 patients 
telephoned a helpline when news of his 
condition became public. 

The internationally renowned surgeon 

said he would be carrying out more than 

80 per cent of His normal duties, 
including oul-patient dmics and ward 
rounds. But he would not operate or be 
involved in any invasive medical proce¬ 


dures. He wifl continue with his research, 
which is strongly patient-oriented. 

He said he had thought hard about 
whether to challenge his employers’ 
decision not to allow him to operate, but 
decided to go along with it "1 think 1 can 
contribute an awful lot in other ways in 
the time I have left." 

Professor Browning, who has been 
married for nearly 25 years and has three 
grown-up children, does not know wben 
be contracted the virus, though he has 
node no secret of his bisexuality. He said 
that operations he had conducted were 
done using microscopes and long instru¬ 
ments, so patients were never at risk. 

Colleagues both in Britain and abroad 
have been supportive. “There has not 
been one negative comment," he said. “I 
have been amazed. 1 have been support¬ 
ed by family and friends in my decision.

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Cannabis 
for young 
‘no more 
than a gin 
and tonic’

CANNABIS is today's equiv¬ 
alent of a gin and tonic to 
young people and should be 
legally controlled and per¬ 
haps taxed, the head of a 
Government-funded youth 
agency said yesterday. 

Janet Paraskeva, 49. a mag¬ 
istrate and director of the 
National Youth Agency, said 
that soft drugs were part of 
everyday life for many young 
people. “Research in the 
North shows that soft drugs 
have taken the place of alco¬ 
hol and cigarettes as tbe soda! 
cement between young adults. 

“Let's stop wasting our 
time, money, energy and ef¬ 
fort asking the police to pick 
up young people with five 
quid’s worth of grass in their 
back pocket or with the butt 
end of a spliff in their jeans." 

Ms Paraskeva. whose 
Leicester agency receives £1.4 
million a year from die Gov¬ 
ernment to provide help and 
information to youth organ¬ 
isations, was speaking at the 
London Drug polity forum at 
Guildhall in the City. She said 
tbe Government's approach 
to drug cducationretied on 
fear as a deterrent 

“There are three million 
cannabis users, but only 
28,000 registered addicts erf 
addictive drugs. If drug edu¬ 
cation is to have a chance of 
success, we must separate the 
soft drug culture embraced by 
so many young people from 
the hard drug culture which 
threaten us all,” she said. 

Cannabis could be taxed, 
allowing the revenue collected 
to be used to deal with control 
of bard drugs. Legalisation of 
cannabis would allow the 
Government property to con¬ 
trol the drug and monitor its 
effects, she said.

Labour MP for 
Nuneaton, introduced the sec¬ 
ond reading of the Transport 
of Animals for Slaughter Bill, 
which seeks to outlaw exports 
of animals unless ministers 
are satisfied with their treat¬ 
ment during the journey. It 
also calls for a ban cm die 
export of calves that would, 
end up in veal crates, illegal 
under British law. 

Mr Olner, whose constitu¬ 
ency is near Coventry airport, 
where more than £385.000 has 
been spent policing demon¬ 
strations, was supported by 


MPs from both sides of die 
House. But Angela Browning, 
the Agriculture Minister, said 
her department had taken 
legal advice bom several 
sources and found Britain 
could not stand alone on a 
ban. 

She said: “Ultimately if we 
really care about standards it 
is vital we get effective legisla¬ 
tion that can be enforced 
throughout Europe." 

Mr Olner painted a tortured 
picture of young calves suffer¬ 
ing at his local airport He told 
the House: “More than two 
million animals leave the UK 
each year to experience the

Clarke 
dismisses 
home rule 
‘nonsense’

A SCOTTISH Parliament 
would cost the average Scots 
family ai least £300 a year. 
Kenneth Clarke stud yester¬ 
day as he denounced the “old- 
fashioned nonsense" of 
Labours plans for devolution. 

A tax-raising assembly in 
Edinburgh would not only 
impose new financial burdens 
on the people of Scotland, the 
Chancellor said. It would also 
incense English voters 
because, while their MPS 
would not be able to vote on 
Scottish matters, Scottish MPS 
at Westminster would be free 
to make law in England. 

Putting forward an econom¬ 
ic and political case for the 
Union, Mr Clarke said that 
public expenditure in Scotland 
was more than £600 per 
person per year higher than in 
England. If Labour's plan for 
an assembly went ahead, 
English taxpayers would ex¬ 
pect more of this money to be 
raised in Scotland. 

Tony Blair, the Labour lead¬ 
er. proposed limiting the 
planned Parliament's tax-rais¬ 
ing powers to a levy of 3p in 
the pound on the basic rate of 
income tax. This would cost 
the average family £300 a 
year, but die final bill would 
almost certainly be higher, Mr 
Clarke told industrialists in 
Edinburgh. “It would only be 
a matter of time before the 
Assembly asked for powers to 
levy any amount of income tax 
it chose."

Fresh review could see new cut in electricity price £8m sporting estate sale 



Uttlechild: tough task

ELECTRICITY prices in England and 
Wales look set to fall further from next 
spring after the decision of the 
industry regulator. Professor Stephen 
LitdeduldL to review the pricing 
regime he set last August, widely 
criticised as too lenient 
The City believes that Professor 
Littlechild faces a tough task.

He helped 
create the system of regulation used in 
industries where there is insufficient 
competition to prevent the dominant 
force from overcharging customers. 
At the time of privatisation, most of the 
companies were grossly inefficient by 
outside standards. The idea was to 


make demands that would keep any 
price rises below the rale of inflation. 

Many of Professor Uttlechild’s diffi¬ 
culties stem from the IS electricity 
companies he oversees each having a 
team for regulatory issues. In the run¬ 
up to his reviews of prices, he has often 
seemed outgunned. Observers say 
that last summer the 12 regional com¬ 
panies buried him in data showing 
that each was entitled to leniency. 

The head of one of the electricity 
companies said yesterday that when 
the August review was published 
Professor Uttiechild “was knocked off 
his feet by the reaction. He thought 
people would say: jolly good show. 


Stephen." Instead, he was accused by 
consumer bodies of giving the custom¬ 
er a raw deal. He reacted by going 
back on a ruling the industry had 
thought fixed, sending share prices 
crashing. Observers believe he is now 
making derisions on the run.

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Rape victim wins 
right to challenge 
compensation ban 


A RAPE victim has successful¬ 
ly challenged the Criminal Inj¬ 
uries Compensation Board's 
refusal to make her an award 
because she delayed reporting 
the attack. 

It is believed to be the first 
time that a court has inter¬ 
fered with the board's wide- 
ranging discretion. Mr Justice 
Sedley said in the High Court 
that there was a “major defi¬ 
cit” in the board's reasoning. 

The victim, a Manchester 
woman in her early 40s. was 
returning home from an off- 
licence in April 1991 when a 
man dragged her into bushes, 
raped her at knifepoint and 
indecently assaulted her sev¬ 
eral times with a screwdriver. 
She was so traumatised that 
she did not report the rape to 
police for six weeks. 

She said in a statement to 
the High Court “I didn't want 
to talk about it I didn’t want 
anyone else to know. It was too 
disgusting and degrading and 
1 was so ashamed of the whole 
business. I think, subcon-

sriousiy. I was aware that 
telling the police would in¬ 
volve me in going into every 
graphic detail and possibly 
having to stand up in court 
and tell everyone present what 
he had done to me. 1 couldn’t 
cope with that I thought 1 
could keep it quiet and it 
would all go away.” 

After friends persuaded her 
to report the rape, police 
arrested a suspect who was 
picked out by the woman at an 
identification parade. The case 
against him was dismissed by 
magistrates. 

A policeman told the board 
that he believed the court had 
not considered the identifica¬ 
tion to be definite enough. 
Lack of scientific evidence 
might also have been a factor. 
The judge said yesterday that 
it was incomprehensible that 
magistrates had let the man 

walk free. 

The board disallowed the 
woman's compensation claim 
in April 1993 on the basis that 
she had not taken without 


delay all reasonable steps to 
inform the police and to co¬ 
operate in bringing the offend¬ 
er to justice. Yesterday the 
judge said that the board's 
reasoning omitted the crucial 
step of weighing the signifi¬ 
cance of the delay against the 
reason for it 

Mr Justice Sedley said it 
was not a question of simply 
having regard to the circum¬ 
stances. but of reasoning 
whether a woman “emotional¬ 
ly and mentally frozen” by a 
terrifying and degrading expe¬ 
rience should have the delay 
in reporting the rape held 
against her. 

“As everyone concerned in 
this area of work now knows, 
one of the fruits of crimes of 
sexual violence and abuse is 
the silence of the victim. To 
allow such silence to operate 
in the offender’s favour is to 
compound the crime.” he said. 

He quashed the derision of 
the board, refused leave to 
appeal and ordered it to pay 
the legal costs. 


Drug smuggler’s 
‘double’ on 
passport charge

A SOUTH London market 
porter was remanded in custo¬ 
dy by magistrates yesterday 
accused of helping an escaped 
prisoner and obtaining a pass¬ 
port by deception, while the 
Philippine authorities tried to 
identify a British drug smug¬ 
gler claiming the same name. 

Earlier this week the smug¬ 
gler. who maintains that he is 
Nigel Gatward, a self-em¬ 
ployed mobile phone sales¬ 
man from Clapham, south¬ 
west London, was given a 35- 
year sentence for heroin 
smuggling. British police now 
suspect he is Lee Healley. 27. 
who has 14 previous convic¬ 
tions and who foiled to return 
to Down View Jail. Surrey, 
last year after home leave. 

Yesterday at South-West 
London Magistrates' Court 
the real Nigel Gatward. 31. 
from Clapham, appeared 
charged with harbouring an 
escaped prisoner, assisting an 
offender, and conspiracy to 
obtain a passport by deception 
to enable a person to abscond 
from die country. He was 
remanded until Monday. 

In the PhiUipines. an assis- 
. tant chief state prosecutor said 
last night that if the man jailed 
in Manila had lied about his 
identity, prosecutors would 
immediately petition the 
courts for a stifler sentence, 
possibly the death penalty. 
The trial judge said he had

refrained from imposing the 
death penalty because there 
were no aggravating circum¬ 
stances in the case. 

Matthew Gould, of foe Brit¬ 
ish Embassy, said that the 
man convicted in the Philip¬ 
pines had a valid passport He 
added that “Gatward”. who 
began his 35-year sentence on 
Tuesday, would soon be trans¬ 
ferred to the national peniten¬ 
tiary at Muntinlupa, home to 
the most violent criminals. 

After the brief hearing in 
London. Nigel Gatward's 
brother Kevin, said: “The man 
in court is my brother, the 
man in the Philippines is Lee 
Healley. L have known him 
since he was eight and there is 
no doubt We are not related 
but we lived in die same area 
most of our lives. My brother 
is a nice, honest bloke:"

But the prosecution will still 
press for convictions for mur¬ 
der and for arson intending to 
endanger life in foe attack on 
February 26 last year in which 
11 men died and 15 more were 
badly hurt when Lauwers set 
fire to petrol he had poured 
into a hallway. 

Lauwers. who changed his 
plea to guilty to the lesser 
charge of arson while being 
reckless to whether lives 
would be endangered, was 
said to have been drunk when 
he carried out his revenge 30 
minutes after being ejected. 

The jury has been told that 
the three murder charges 
against Lauwers, a tailors 
assistant who has a sign 
language interpreter with him 
in the dock, are representative 
counts. The jury is expected to 
retire to consider verdicts on 
Monday.

Teenagers rescued from disused quarry

THREE teenagers lost in a disused 
limestone quarry were reunited with 
tbeir relieved relatives last night after 
being found by mine rescue 
Ronnie Thomson, 19, Wayne Allan, 
17, and Graeme McBride, 15* looked 
bedraggled, tired and hungry after 17 
hours underground. They had ven¬ 
tured into die mine workings at Cults 
H3L near Kennoway. Fife, late on 
Thursday evening and soon became 
lost in foe labyrinth of passages. 

The teenagers, all from Kennoway, 
had entered the workings “for an 


adventure”. They were found by 
Napoleon Smith and Alan Kenney, 
volunteers from Longannet Colliery, 
Fife, who were part of a search team 
of 12 miners. 

“We beard shoots and we shouted 
back,” Mr Kenney said. “Our first 
reaction was that it was some of our 
colleagues. But as we got closer they 
could see our fights and they came 
running towards us. There was a lot 
of excitement and relief on their faces. 
They shook our hands, said they were 
glad to see us, and said they would 
never go down there again.” 

Wayne Allan said: “We only went in 


for an adventure. But when we got 
down we got lost We could not see a 
thing after the torch got broken. It 
was pitch black in there and very 
creepy. We slept for some of the time 
and walked around looking fora way 
out foe rest of the time. We had 
nothing to eal or drink with ns.” 

Graeme McBride said: “We were 
all trying to c heer each other up. 
Although none of os said H, I’m sure 
it was at foe back of all our minds that 
we might never be found.” 

The three were examined by ambu¬ 
lancemen and treated for mfid dehy¬ 
dration. Andrew Watson. who led the 


rescuers said: “It was a matter of 
starting from scratch and was very 
much a joint effort.” Six two-man 
teams had been searching foe quarry 
since early yesterday after foe alarm 
was raised by a teenager who bad 
driven the boys to the scene. 

They were eventually found in an 
area that had already been covered by 
the seachers four times. Police said 
that the boys had been moving 
around foe underground labyrinth 
trying to make their way back to the 
surface. The point at which (hey were 
found was up to half a mile from 
where they entered foe system.

IN NEW YORK 

a MISTRIAL has been de¬ 
clared for the second time in 
the case against a Florida 
teenager accused of killing a 
British tourist in a botched 
robbery at a motorway rest 
area. 

Gary Colley. 34, was shot 
dead and Margaret Jagger, 
36. his companion, wounded 
when a gang of teenagers 
surrounded their car on Sep¬ 
tember 14, 1993. after they 
pulled off the road near Mon¬ 
ti cello in northern Florida to 
take a nap. 

The murder was the ninth 
killing of a foreigner in Florida 
in a 12-month period, tarnish¬ 
ing the state's image as a 
popular tourist destination. 

Four local youths were 
charged with the attack but 
only John “Billy Joe" 
Crumitie. 18. refused to plead 
guilty in return for a lighter 
sentence. Mr Crumitie’s sec¬ 
ond trial on charges of mur¬ 
der, attempted murder and 
attempted armed robbery end-

ed in a hung jury on Thurs¬ 
day, as had his first trial last 
November. 

Jury members said that 
after seven hours of delibera¬ 
tions the 12-member panel was 
split 9-3 in favour of convic¬ 
tion. The jury found itself 
deadlocked because of the lade 
of physical evidence placing 
Mr Crumitie at the scene — 
the same reason given by the 
first jury, when only one 
member held out against a 
conviction. Gloria Rorier, one 


of the jurors, said: “I needed 
more physical evidence — a 
hair, a fibre, something. No¬ 
body put him there for me." 

The prosecution's two main 
witnesses. Deron Spear, 18. 
and Aundra Akins. 16, both 
said they were at the scene of 
the crime with Mr Crumitie. 
But both had plea-bargained 
for reduced sentences for their 
part in the crime. 

Adopting the same strategy 
as it did in the first trial, the 
defence called no witness 


apart from Mr Crumitie, who 
insisted he was at home in bed 
at the time of the attack and 
that his alleged accomplices 
were lying. 

Defence lawyers said after 
the second mistrial was de¬ 
clared thai Mr Crumitie 
should now be freed. Dwight 
Wells said: They've got the 
people who did this crime and 
I think at this point they 
should leave John Crumitie 
alone." 

But William Meggs. the 
state attorney-general, vowed 
to seek justice for Miss Jagger. 
who gave evidence at the trial 
and was present when the 
mistrial was announced. She 
greeted the decision in silence, 
simply shaking her head and 
gripping the hand of a victim’s 
advocate. She refused to make 
any comment. 

“We’re going to give her her 
day in court, and one day 1 
think well reach a just verdict 
in this case." Mr Meggs said. 
The judge ordered Mr 
Crumitie to be held in custody 
while prosecutors prepare for 
a third trial.

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Parents revolt over 
teacher sacked for 
clash with pupil

PARENTS have rallied fo the 
defence of a deputy head 
teacher dismissed after allega¬ 
tions chat he manhandled a 
ten-year-old boy. 

fifty parents from Westfield 
primary school at Radstock. 
Avon, have signed a petition in 
support of Carl Torrington. 
45. On Wednesday the gover¬ 
nors rejected his appeal 
against the sacking. Some 
parents are to form a cam¬ 
paign group called Friends of 
Westfield School and are 
threatening to rake their child¬ 
ren our of class. 

Mr Torrington. a father of 
three, denies that he handled 
the boy roughly after he 
misbehaved and refused to 
obey an instruction to rum 
round. He said: "1 pulled his 
jumper and turned him round 
to face me. 1 guided him. using 
a thumb and forefinger, and 
then told him off. 

“1 did not even rip the 
jumper or anything. He knew 
he was in trouble and was 
upset. He went away in tears.” 
Mr Torrington. a teacher for 
17 years, said that he was 
amazed when the boy’s par¬ 
ents complained about the 
incident, which led to his 
dismissal before Christmas. 
He apologised to them imm¬ 
ediately in person and by 
letter. 

A previous allegation that 
he had forced a girl to sit down 
by tapping her on die back of 


the knee was raised at the 
disciplinary hearing. But 
Jackie Wilcox, who has two 
children at the 380-pupil 
school, said: “Mr Torringion 
is a model teacher. He is kind, 
patient and exactly the sort of 
teacher every parent would 
warn in charge of their kids. 
The allegations are so trivial is 
it absolutely ridiculous. We 
are devastated that we have 
lost such a committed 
teacher." 

Jane HaJey, 39. who has 
three children, said some par¬ 
ents might take children away 
from the school: “Mr Tonring- 
ton only did what anyone 
would have done. If any of my 
children had been naughty 1 
hope he would have acted in 
exactly the same way."

made the complaint said: “Mr 
Torrington should probably 
have had a written warning. I 
am not happy that he was 
sacked." But he added that he 
was unhappy about his son’s 
treatment: “My son goes to 
school for an education, not to 
be physically abused." 

Eric Baldwin, the head 
teacher, and the Rev James 
Thicke, the chairman of gover¬ 
nors. were unavailable for 
comment 

Mr Torrington said: “1 was 
sacked for the alleged man¬ 
handling of the schoolboy, In 
the course of my disciplinary 
hearing the other complaint 
made against me was brought 
up. Nothing was done about 
that incident at the time 
because it was deemed a 
relatively trivial matter."

At one point he 
stumbled before bring bundled into a 
White BMW and driven off at speed. 

He denied two public order offences 
in connection with Cantona's assault on 
him during a match between Palace and 
United in January. On Thursday. 
Cantona was jailed for two weeks at the 
same court hot later granted bail by a 
judge in chambers pending an appeal 
against sentence on Friday. 

Mr Simmons, a window fitter, of 
Thornton Heath, is charged with using 


threatening, abusive or insulting words 
or behaviour likely to cause immediately 
unlawful violence by another person. 
He is also charged with using threaten¬ 
ing. abusive or insulting words or 
behaviour within the hearing or sight of 
a person likely to be caused harassment 
alarm or distress. 

Yesterday. Jeffery McCann, for the 
prosecution, initially sought a court or¬ 
der banning reports of proceedings 
against Mr Simmons because there was 
a danger of prejudice after the extensive 
coverage of Cantona’s case. He with¬ 
drew the application after representa¬ 
tions from the press.

QC. adjourned 
the case until April 12 for 
sentencing but told the teen¬ 
agers: "1 have in mind a 
custodial sentence." 

After the case Monica 
Guerrine. 36, mother of one of 
the teenagers, said: “Before 
this case, a lot of people didn’t 
know who Miss Hurley was. 
My daughter has made her 
famous, and this is a high 
price to pay.”

Schoolchildren ill 
after vaccine dose

DOZENS of schoolchildren 
suffered fever and hallucina¬ 
tions after they were given 
overdoses of diphtheria vac¬ 
cine by medical officers in 
Wiltshire. 

Parents of the sick children, 
who were vaccinated two 
weeks ago. feared a meningitis 
outbreak until they were told 
of the error by health authori¬ 
ties. They are now demanding 
a public inquiry. 

Two hundred and fifty pu¬ 
pils aged between 14 and 15 
received incorrect dosages of 
tire vaccine during routine 
immunisation programmes at 
Devizes School and George 
Ward School in Melksham. 
Many developed flu-like 
symptoms, swollen arms and 
hallucinations. 

Parents received a letter 
telling them of the error a 
week later. The vaccines were 
administered by Bath and 
West Community NHS Trust, 
which conceeded that mis¬ 
takes had been made. The 


children should have been 
given booster injections of the 
diphtheria vaccine to protea 
them against a resurgence of 
the disease in eastern Europe. 
Instead they received a stron¬ 
ger dosage intended for 
babies. 

Jocelyn Smith, whose son 
Simon. 14. attends Devizes 
School, said yesterday: “We 
did not know what was going 
on until we received the letter. 
We were extremely concerned. 
Simon was suffering from flu¬ 
like symptoms, high tempera¬ 
tures and was aching all over. 
He spent a week off school." 

Edith Hoffman, deputy 
head of Devizes School, said 
yesterday: “We are obviously 
as anxious as the parents to 
know exactly what went 
wrong. I think it’s unbeliev¬ 
able that anything like this can 
happen." 

Philip Pughe-Morgan. chief 
executive at the NHS Trust, 
said that an inquiry had been 
started.

BBC film is 
attacked for 
‘warped’ view 
of priesthood

THE BBC’s latest feature film. 
Priest, has been condemned 
by a leading Roman Catholic 
group in the United States for 
presenting a warped and de¬ 
praved vision of Catholicism. 

In a statement issued this 
week, the New York-based 
League for Religious and Civil 
Rights has also criticised the 
film's distributors, the Disney- 
owned company Miramax, for 
deciding to release the film 
nationwide in America on 
Good Friday. 

W illiam A. Donohue, the 
league's president, said that 
the film, which stars Linus 
Roache as a homosexual Cath¬ 
olic priest, presented a "cruel 
caricature" of the Catholic

clergy and deliberately set out 
"to convince the public of die 
Catholic Church’s male¬ 
volence". 

He said there was not one 
priest in the film portrayed as 
well adjusted and faithful to 
the Church. “Perhaps most 
alarming, the depraved state 
of the priests is not cast as a 
manifestation of aberrant be¬ 
haviour, rather it is directly 
attributable to the warped 
nature of Catholicism." 

In die most outspoken at¬ 
tack against the film, which 
was produced by the BBC’S 
drama department and re¬ 
leased in British cinemas ear¬ 
lier this month, Dr Donohue 


also accused Jimmy McGov¬ 
ern, its writer, and Antonia 
Bird, its director, as having 
"an anim us" against the Cath¬ 
olic Church. He called on the 
Disney company to dissociate 
itself from Priest, which risked 
blackening its "Snow White” 
reputation. 

“To release this movie on 
Good Friday — and with 
apparent glee — is the final 
straw: any fair-minded person 
will admit that this crosses the 
line of decency. It is precisely 
this kind of ‘in your face' 
attitude that warrants a strong 
and unconditional reaction 
from non-Carholics as well as 
Catholics," he said. 

Priest has encountered 
some resistance in Britain. 
Although set in Liverpool, 
many scenes had to be shot in 
London because of opposition 
to the film from Liverpool’s 
Catholic community. 

A spokeswoman from the 
Catholic Media Office, which 
speaks for the Bishops' Con¬ 
ference in England and Wales, 
said: "We certainly have not 
condemned it. It is up to 
individual Catholics to make 
up their minds. It’s extremely 
well made. Some people 'are 
going to be upset about it” 

A spokesman for the BBC 
said: “Priest is ultimately a 
film about Catholic forgive¬ 
ness. It's not an anti-Catholic 
film but deals with issues that 
are being debated in the 
Church today in an uncom¬ 
promising but responsible 
way." 

The Tablet, the influential 
Catholic weekly, described the 
film as “well-made, honest, 
courageous and sensitive". 
The paper’s reviewer, Vicky 
Cosstick, director of pastoral 
formation at Allen Hall, the 
seminary of the Westminster 
diocese, wrote: "It is a very 
Catholic film, with die Eucha¬ 
rist and the Reconciliation at 
its core." 

The film entered the British 
box-office chart tins week in 
twelfth position, taking just 
under £100.000. In London it 
was die highest new release, in 
fifth position.

All-seeing fruit flies 
point to master gene

FRUIT flies that have eyes on 
their wings, legs and antennae 
have been genetically engi¬ 
neered by Swiss scientists. The 
curious-looking insects, creat¬ 
ed at the University of Basel, 
offer further proof of man¬ 
kind's ability to manipulate 
life. 

Researchers believe they 
have pinpointed the master 
gene that controls whether 
embryonic tissue will develop 
into an eye and have used 
genetic engineering to switch 
it on in other parts of the body. 
The gene in fruit flies has a 


counterpart in rats and 
humans, suggesting that simi¬ 
lar exotic changes could be 
made to higher life forms one 
day if society deemed it 
desirable. 

Confirmation that a master 
gene is at work may have 
important implications for 
treating human disorders us¬ 
ing genetic engineering. 

The research indicates that

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Oil producers threaten global warming summit

MIDDLE EASTERN oil producing 
states will return to die political 
centre stage next week as they 
attempt to scupper a crucial interna¬ 
tional environmental summit called 
to head off global wanning. 

Up to 130 ministers, including John 
Gummer, the Environment Secre¬ 
tary, are meeting in Berlin to discuss 
measures to make deeper cuts in 
power station and other industrial 
emissions that are threatening die 


stability of the climate and increasing 
the risk of natural disasters. 

Britain, the EU and the Organis¬ 
ation for Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD) agree that 
more needs to be done, and Mr 
Gummer has suggested that emis¬ 
sions of all greenhouse gases should 
be cut by 5 to 10 per cent by 3)10. The 
existing agreement calls for 
stabilisation at 1990 levels by 2000. 

Although there is broad agreement 
among developed nations that action 
is required, there are mounting 
worries that the 10-day summit could 


end in disarray. Members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries, dominated by die 
Middle East, fear deeper cuts win 
damage their economies by pushing 
down world oil prices. They are 
expected to say the scientific basis for 
further cuts in emissions is flawed 
and insupportable and they hope to 
win the backing of scores of develop¬ 
ing nations. 

China has big coal reserves and its 
power station emissions will soon 
rival those of the United States and 
Europe as its economy and 


industrialisation grows. It for one 
could side with Opec. 

□ Economists believe that increas¬ 
ing fuel prices, taxing energy guz¬ 
zling industries and making 
motoring more expensive could head 
off global warming without sacrific¬ 
ing jobs or competitiveness. 

Their foldings indicate that eco¬ 
nomic activity, employment and 
competitiveness will increase with 
. taxation that penalises high energy 
use and private transport, including 
road freight. The key is recycling 
income generated from escalating 



energy taxes to cut labour costs by 
slashing national insurance contri¬ 
butions and to stimulate innovation. 

Dr Paul Ekins, a research fellow in 
economics at Birkbeck College, 
London, highlighted Japan which 
has little or no natural energy 
resources and is forced to pay high 
import costs for fossil fuels. 

“There is a clear correlation be¬ 
tween economic success and high 
energy prices. Countries with the 
lowest energy prices are generally far 
less efficient and generally perform 
worse economically," he said.

Arctic trees show 
signs of life as 
temperatures rise

TREES (Hi the edge of the 
Arctic Circle are showing 
signs of unaccustomed activi¬ 
ty, producing pollen and cones 
as rising temperatures trans¬ 
form the landscape. A leading 
British scientist believes that 
the changes are consistent 
with forecasts of global 
warming. 

For thousands of years the 
spruce trees of the Canadian 
North have dung on at foe 
edge of their range, barren 
and stunted in the bitterly cold 
temperatures. Now they 
appear poised to move north¬ 
wards as warmer weather 
melts the tundra. Small num¬ 
bers of seedlings are already 
spreading. 

Professor Harvey Nichols, 
who has carried out intensive 
research along a 1300km line 
in foe Northwest Territories 
from a site called Keewatin. 
said: “When 1 visited the site in 
the early 1970s the trees were 
all switched off... they were 
not producing pollen or cones. 
So I thought, let's study foe 
area 20 years on. Lo and 


behold at every site all the little 
trees were turned on and were 
producing pollen and cones. 

The trees are not as yet 
advancing north but are on 
their tiptoes, on the starting 
blocks." said Professor Nich¬ 
ols, who is also hoping to 
study foe Siberian tree line. 

News of the foldings, to be 
released next week at an Arctic 
biology conference at Aber¬ 
deen University, comes in the 
wake of evidence from scien¬ 
tists at St Andrews University 
that common Arctic flowers 
are spreading and altering 
their biology in response to 
temperature rises. 

The intensity and frequency 
of die recent floods in Europe, 
which lifted the Rhine to its 
highest level for 70 years, have 
added to concerns. Readings 
from foe Topex Poseidon 
spacecraft show that sea levels 
are rising by 3mm a year, 
twice as fast as supposed. 

The Metereological Office’s 
latest supercomputer models, 
which simulate the climate of 
foe past 180 years and allow 


researchers to look ahead 
with confidence, indicate that 
if fossil fuel emissions rise by 1 
per cent a year until foe mid¬ 
list century, average tempera¬ 
tures will rise by over 1C. 

Average global tempera¬ 
tures have already risen by 
almost 03C since the industri¬ 
al Revolution, matching the 
build-up of pollution gases. 
Some areas, such as the Arctic 
have seen increases of as 
much as 9C this century. 

Professor Nichols, visiting 
professor in foe school of 
natural and environmental 
sciences at Coventry Univer¬ 
sity, who is a full professor at 
the University of Colorado in 
Boulder, said: The tempera¬ 
ture trend line is going down 
from 4.000 to 5.000 years ago. 
heading for the next glacia¬ 
tion. We may now be going 
through a little wanning 
bump in this cooling trend, or 
man-made gases may be off¬ 
setting the cooling and be 
artificaUy heating up foe 
Earth. As yet. we do not 
know."

I n St John’s Gospel 
Jesus says: “Ye shall 
know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free" 
Such apparently comfort¬ 
ing and encouraging words 

have provided the text for 
many a sermon on the 
virtues of Griding and teU- 
ing the truth. 

But truth is seldom singu¬ 
lar and unambiguous. 
Truth, and especially the 
profound and mysterious 
truths of religion, are often 
various and contradidoiy- 
God is loving and omnipo¬ 
tent. teaches 
Christianity, yet 
the world is rail 
of pain and con¬ 
flict. God created 
the Earth, ex¬ 
plains Genesis, 
but science has 
made it easy to 
conclude other¬ 
wise. Thomas 
Cranmer. whom the Church 
of England commemorated 
this week, was a man whose 
life and death were marked 
by loyalty to truths that 
changing times rendered ir¬ 
reconcilable. 

As Archbishop of Canter¬ 
bury from 1533. Cranmer 
was the theological and 
liturgical architect of the 
English Reformation. In 
his younger days he had 
met with TyndaJe. Cover- 
dale and Latimer to discuss 
die writings of Luther and 
to pray for the abolition of 
the Pope’s authority in Eng¬ 
land. No wonder Henry 
VIII saw in him an ally. 

Cranmer was convinced 
too of the troth and impor¬ 
tance of the royal suprema¬ 
cy, which won for the king a 
speedy divorce. But what 


was to happen when Mazy, 1 
daughter of Catherine of 
Aragon, acceded to the ■ 
throne? To defy his sovw* 
eign. even when a Roman 
Catholic, presented Cran¬ 
mer with a conflict of loyal¬ 
ties impossible to resolve. - 
The story of his 
recantations has left an 
indelible imp r e ssion.

Ciller calls for help 
in fight with Kurds

TANSU CILLER, the Turkish 
Prime Minister, yesterday 
called for an international 
solution to what she called the 
lawless situation in northern 
Iraq. Her remarks came as 
Turkish jets continued pound¬ 
ing Kurdish positions, amid 
accusations from villagers 
that women and children were 
being killed. 

In a BBC interview; Mrs 
Ciller said that since the 1991 
Gulf War the area had become 
a springboard for guerrilla 
attacks against Turkey. “If we 
do not want Turkish soldiers 
to be there to protect our 
innocent people, then we have 
to come up with an interna¬ 
tional solution.” she said. 

The Turkish army yester¬ 
day denied that it was violat¬ 
ing a ban imposed by Bonn on 


the use of German-supplied 
tanks and other arms. It was. 
however, using tanks acquired 
from former East Germany 
via Moscow. 

Turkish forces insist there 
have been no civilian casual¬ 
ties in the five-day operation. 
The United Nations reminded 
Ankara yesterday that the 
Turkish Kurd refugees in 
northern Iraq were protected 
by international law, even if 
they sympathised with the 
guerrillas. Mrs Ciller said she 
' had given the “strictest orders 
ever" that civilians be sparad. 

France said yesterday that 
Turkish forces had a right to 
fight terrorists, but Ankara 
would not solve the Kurdish 
question through military 
force. Western diplomats 
called the incursion a gamble. 
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the toxic nerve gas used in 
Monday's attack, in a search 
of a Tokyo branch of Aum 
Shinrikyo (Supreme TYuth). 
Mr Asahara*s sect. One news¬ 
paper reported that the Bank 
of Japan, the central bank, 
had told all employees of the 
threat and told them to stay 
away from places mentioned 
in the notice. A police spokes¬ 
man said last night that the 
threat was being treated as a 
“hoax" and no moves had 
been made to suspend train 
services or close universities, 
department stores, and other 
facilities. 

The discoveries by police of 
lethal chemical compounds 
vital in the production of sarin 
have provided compelling evi¬ 
dence for the Government of 
Tomiichi Murayama, the 
Prime Minister, to move 
against the sect.

Real killers stalk filmgoers 


Muscovites have grown accustomed to 
seeing violence and death every day as 
gangstersfight for turf in the city streets.

In a country where people 
complain that nothing ever 
gets done. Muscovites realise 
that the Mayor is an excep¬ 
tion.

Luzhkov’s main financial backers and 
orchestrated the dismissal of Moscow 
city’s intelligence and police chiefs.

struggling to win a double-figure 
approval rating. For the President, the 
Mayor’s success may have a resonance.

ONE of the reasons that Mr Luzhkov is 

so heavily tipped to become coun¬ 
try’s next leader is his spectacular 
baldness. According to legend the 
amount of hair on a Kremlin leader’s 
head can always provide a reliable due 
about his successor. Since the beginning 
of the 20th century, every leader with a 
full head of hair has been followed by 
one with none at all- 

Nicholas II was overthrown by the 
HaiHing Vladimir Lenin. He was fol¬ 
lowed by the thick-haired dictator. 
Joseph Stalin, who was succeeded — 
after the brief Malenkov interregnum 
— by the indisputably hairless Nikita 
Khrushchev. He gave way to Leonid 
Brezhnev, who prided himself on never 
having a hair out of place. The balding 
Yuri Andropov made way for the white- 
haired Konstantin Chernenko. More 
recently. Mikhail Gorbachev’s bald pate 
was succeeded by President Yeltsin’s 
white quiff. 

With that impressive Kremlin record 
behind him, Mr Luzhkov's rapid rise to 
the leadership of the country seems 
unstoppable. Just in case Mr Yeltsin had 
not yet got the message, Mr Luzhkov 
and his family moved this month into a 
flat in the same block as the Russian 
leader, in. Moscow's Krylatskoye 
neighbourhood.

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Atlantic 
fish war 
descends 
into farce

IN OTTAWA 

THE fish war between Cana¬ 
da and Spain turned to farce 
yesterday off the Grand Banks 
of Newfoundland. 

A Canadian destroyer sent 
to prevent the Spanish fishing 
fleet from casting their nets 
sprung a leak in its hull and 
had to return to Halifax. Nova 
Scotia. An armed Spanish 
patrol boat sent to protect the 
Spanish trawlers, had forgot¬ 
ten to take on board enough 
fuel, and was last seen drifting 
away from the Grand Banks, 
covered in north Atlantic ice. 

The confrontation began on 
March 9 when armed Canadi¬ 
an officials boarded the Span¬ 
ish trawler Estai in interna¬ 
tional waters, over which 
Ca n ada claims custodial 
conservation powers. Canada 
accused Spain of over-fishing, 
using illegal nets and catching 
undersized turbot 
The Estai was towed into St 
John’s Harbour, its captain 
was charged with breaking a 
federal law protecting the 
turbot even beyond the inter¬ 
nationally recognised 200- 
mile limit The Spanish fleet 
remained off the Grand Banks 
but did not fish until two days 
ago when it cast its nets again. 

The Canadian Government 
had promised that its destroy¬ 
er Term Nova would use force 
if necessary and officials 
would board Spanish fishing 
vessels if they were caught 
with their nets in the water. A 
hole in the hull of the destroy¬ 
er scuppered its plans. 

When officers on the Span¬ 
ish patrol boat Vigia discov¬ 
ered that there was insuf¬ 
ficient fuel, they called St 
John's Newfoundland and 
asked for permission to put 
into harbour to buy supplies. 
The request was refused and 
foe boat is likely to go to an 
American harbour.

‘Brand new’ Tyson ends 
prison term for rape

MIKE TYSON, the former 
World heavyweight boxing 
champion jailed for raping a 
beauty queen almost four 
years ago, will walk our of an 
Indiana prison today. 

Prisoner number 922335 is 
to be released from the Indi¬ 
ana Youth Centre at dawn 
after serving three years for 
the rape erf Desiree Washing¬ 
ton during a beauty contest fri 
1991. 

The Brooklyn street tough, 
who used to boast of being the 
“baddest man on the planet", 
has told visitors to the prison 
in Plain view to expect some 
surprises when he regains his 
liberty. While in jail. Tyson is 
believed to have converted to 
Islam and, in the words of his 


spiritual mentor. Muhammad 
Siddeeq. become a "brand 
new" man. 

Among the crush of well- 
wishers when he steps from 
the jail at about 6am local time 
will be his new love. Monica 
Turner. 28, a medical student 
at Georgetown University 
who has visited him twice a 
month in jail. 

Also present will be his 
managers, Rory Holloway 
and John Horae, and Don 
King, the boxing promoter, 
who himself once served four 
and a half years in jail for 
manslaughter. 

Mr King faces a new trial in 
May on charges of insurance 
fraud, but remains the unoffi¬ 
cial favourite to keep control of 



“Team Tyson”, despite efforts 
by rival promoters, to lure 
away the former champion. 

There is speculation that 
Tyson may stop off en route at 
a local mosque for a prayer 
service in the company of 
Muhammad Ali, the former 
heavyweight great and fellow 
Muslim convert. Like Ali, 
who was born Cassius Clay. 
Tyson may choose himself a 
Muslim name. 

Tyson stands to earn up to 
$30 million (£19 million) for 
his comeback fight, but find he 
must deal with the aftermath 
of the rape case that changed 
his life. 

As a condition of his release, 
he must report to a probation 
officer in Ohio and perform 
100 hours of community ser¬ 
vice in the coming year. 

He also faces a court hear¬ 
ing on July 24 to set damages 
following a summary judg¬ 
ment in a civil claim by his 
victim. Miss Washington. 

The ex-champion.once mar¬ 
ried to the “soap" star Robin 
Givens, will also have to settle 
into his unaccustomed role as 
father. Kimberly Scarbor¬ 
ough. a former model and die 
mother of Tyson's four-year- 
old daughter. Michael Loma. 
said she has been taking the 
child to visit Tyson regularly 
in jail. She says the boxer is 
excited about becoming a 
“proper dad".

Beauty contestant became recluse

BEING raped by Mike Tyson 
has tranfonned Desiree 
Washington from an outgo¬ 
ing teenager who wanted to 
become the first black woman 
American President into a 
reclusive student with modest 
ambitions. 

Miss Washington was 18 
when Tyson raped her in an 
Indianapolis hotel room dur¬ 
ing a beauty pageant for 
which she qualified as Miss 
Blade Rhode Island. At the 
time she was the darting of 
Rhode Island's Coventry high 
school, the girl voted the 


friendliest and most talkative 
in her dass. When asked to 
describe what she would be 
doing in ten years, she was 
quoted in her high school 
yearbook as saying: "Smiling 
and laughing". 

The rape, which took place 
on July 19.1991, threw her life 
into turmoil, however, and 
contributed to the break-up of 
her family. Friends say she 
became withdrawn, and tried 
to preserve her anonymity by 
using an alias at college. She 
was harassed by Tyson’s tans, 
who accused her of luring the 
boxer into a trap. Now 22. 
Miss Washington is a final- 


year psychology student at 
Providence College in Rhode 
Island who lives with her 
mother, Mary, in a cramped 
flat in a working dass area. 
Mrs Washington and her 
husband. Donald, separated 
shortly after Tyson was sent to 
jailand she moved out of the 
family’s ranch-style house 
with a swimming pooL left 
her job and started receiving a 
disabilility allowance for de¬ 
pression and stress. 

According to friends. Miss 
Washington has had one seri¬ 
ous boyfriend since the rape, 
but the relationship ended 
when she met his family.

Germany, Spain, Portugal 
and the Benelux countries 
agreed to abolish internal 
border controls while erecting 
a tough external frontier de¬ 
signed to keep out illegal 
immigrants, drug traffickers 
and criminals. 

Extra police have been re¬ 
cruited to monitor the external 
frontier. In addition, a new 
computer database, known as 
the Schengen Information 
System, based in Strasbourg, 
is in place to help the seven 
states to check people crossing 
Europe’s external border. 
Thousands of computer termi¬ 
nals have been linked to the 
databank, which contains 
information from the seven 
countries, enabling the police 
to check anything from drugs 
trafficking to car theft. 

Italy and Greece have 
signed up to the accord, 
named after the Luxembourg 
village where the agreement 
was signed, but they wOl not 
be able to join until their 
software is compatible with 
Strasbourg’s. Austria has 
been given observer status 
and expects to join this year.

land have also expressed inter¬ 
est. Ireland would like to join, 
but has been deterred by 
Britain's threat to erect tough 
frontier controls between the 
two countries if Dublin goes 
ahead. 

The promise of trouble-free 
travel within “Schengenland” 
is likely to prove illusory. The 
police in the seven countries 
will still be able to demand 
proof of identity, providing 
they do not do so at frontiers. 
Moreover, all EU members 
are still arguing over the 
creation of the external fron¬ 
tier needed to make the aboli¬ 
tion of internal frontiers 
feasible. 

A draft external frontiers 
convention was agreed by the 
Union in 1991, but it was not 
signed because Spain insisted 
thar Gibraltar should remain 
outside the external frontier, 
despite its historic relationship 
with Britain. 

The draft convention pro¬ 
vides for the drawing up of a 
comprehensive list of coun¬ 
tries whose citizens would 
have to get a visa before 
entering any member state of 
the EU; a list of known drug 
traffickers, terrorists and 
criminals; and the redesign of 
airports to ensure that domes¬ 
tic and external arrivals are 
effectively separated. 

Charles Ptisqua, France's 
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hardline I nterior Minister, 
has expressed fears that the 
abolition of internal border 
controls will be fraught with 
difficulty. He has recruited an 
extra 6.200 officials to police 
France’s external frontier and 
has insisted on a three-month 
trial period in which internal 
borders will be kept until the 
external frontier is ready. 

Similarly. Helmut Kohl, the 
German Chancellor, who is 
anxious about illegal immi¬ 
gration. has boosted external 
controls along Germany’s Fol- 
ish-Czech border, where it can 
often take up to 20 hours to 
complete border formalities. 
The police will also intensify 
their random checks away 
from border posts. 

Airports within "Schengen- 
land" will still have to separate 
external and internal flights. 
Arrivals will, however, also 
have to be divided into 
Schengen and non-Schengen 
nations. Many airports have 
not yet completed that process, 
which will have affect proce¬ 
dures elsewhere. Consequent¬ 
ly. confusion is likely and 
passengers have been advised 
to cany their passports. 

Overshadowing the Schen¬ 
gen experiment is Britain’s 
dispute with the European 
Commission over the mainte¬ 
nance of its internal frontier 
controls. A directive requiring 
the abolition of ail frontier 
formalities is expected this 
year. It must, however, be 
approved by the Council of 
Ministers where Britain has a 
veto. Only a decision by the 
European Court of Justice 
could force Britain to back 
down. Such coercion would be 
likely to do irreparable dam¬ 
age to the relationship be¬ 
tween Britain and its EU 
partners.

Jeremy Laurance on the race to 
make an Aids breakthrough 


THE MEN in white coats 
have red faces again. Allega¬ 
tions that the worlds first Aids 
victim, a young British male 
thought to be the original 
“patient zero", never in Cart 
had the disease, will cause a 
tremor far beyond the sdentiT 
ic community. 

A swapped test tube, a 
transposed column of figures 
—deliberate or not—could al¬ 
ter the course of medical his¬ 
tory. It shakes our faith in the 
pillars of scientific knowledge. 

If David Carr, the young 
apprentice printer who died 
mysteriously in 1959, was not 
a victim of Aids, as claimed, 
researchers will have to reas¬ 
sess their theories about the 
origins of the condition. Tissue 
samples from Mr Carr are 
said to have been “mixed up" 
in a Manchester laboratory 
with samples from a man who 
died of an Aids-related disease 
in 1990. The Carr case, which 
received worldwide publicity 
after its publication in the 
Lancet in 1990, cast doubt on 
theories that the origin of Aids 
lay with the African green 
monkey. Those theories may 
now warrant re-examination. 

Research on Aids has been 
dogged by controvery in the 
ten years since it leapt to 
public notice. It was a new 
fatal disease that, uniquely. 

attacked the young _ 

and glamorous and 
was spread through 
sex. The combina¬ 
tion guaranteed 
huge publicity — 
and huge funding to 
find a cure. 

Almost overnight 
it turned a hole-in- 
the comer medical 

specialty — grtiito- _ 

urinary medicine— 
into an heroic enterprise and 
turned the unremarked vene¬ 
real disease clinic doctors who 
ran it into media celebrities. 

In such a fevered atmo¬ 
sphere, with researchers vying 
for grants and career advance¬ 
ment the pressure for results 
can easily result in premature 
pubIication.exaggeration of 
findings and pure fraud. A 
celebrated row over who first 
discovered the Aids virus, 
HIV, blew up after Dr Robert 
Gallo of the US National Can¬ 
cer Institute claimed to have 
beaten a French team led by 
Luc Montagnier at the Pasteur 
Insitute in Paris. 

Dr Gallo later admitted that 
the French virus, which Mon¬ 
tagnier had lent him, had 
somehow found its way into 
the test tube from which he 
claimed to have isolated his 
own version. He was investi¬ 
gated for scientific misconduct 
but the charges were dropped. 

Controversy continues over 
claims by Professor Peter 
Dues berg, a virologist at the 
University of California, that 
Hrv is not the cause of Aids at 
all. A principal ground for the 
claim is the long period be¬ 
tween infection with the virus 
and development of full-blown 
Aids, which suggests that 
other factors may contribute 
to the development of the 
disease. 

Duesberg’s views have been 
condemned by his critics, in¬ 
cluding Sir John Maddox, the 
distinguished editor of the sci¬ 
entific journal Nature, who 
fear they will divert research 
effort from finding ways of 
dealing with HIV. 

While acknowledging the 
value of heterodox opinions in 
science. Sir John questioned

whether "those who offer false 
hope in the face of all the 
evidence can be held to be 
acting ethically". 

The pressure to publish has 
tripped up more famous 
names than Gallo or Dues- 
berg. William McBride, the 
Australian doctor who first 
alerted the world to the dan- 

& of Thalidomide, was 
guilty of scientific fraud 
two years ago over his experi¬ 
ments with another drug, 
Debendox. 

Debendox. like Thalido¬ 
mide, was an anti-morning 
sickness pill, which Dr 
McBride claimed caused simi¬ 
lar defects in unborn babies. 
However, after one of the 
longest inquiries in medical 
history, a tribunal in Sydney 
found he had misrepresented 
results of his experiments. 

Dr McBride admitted he 
had taken short cuts, but 
claimed he was the victim of a 
conspiracy by the drug com¬ 
panies who had a vested in¬ 
terest in keeping their drugs 
on the market 
With a fatal disease, it is 
inevitable that the pressure to 
find a cure will cause research¬ 
ers. and even the giants of 
medicine, to succumb to the 
temptation to cut comers. 

In a new book on Louis 
Pasteur, the father of bacteri- 
_ ology and discover¬ 
er of the rabies vac¬ 
cine. Professor 
Gerry Geison of 
Princeton Univers¬ 
ity alleges that 
when Pasteur first 
famously used his 
vaccine on patients 
he had not carried 
out as many animal 
experiments as he 
had claimed. 

Roy Porter. Professor of 
Medical History at the Well¬ 
come Institute, says: “It is easy 
to say that this was fraudu¬ 
lent But Pasteur was putin an 
impossible position. He had 
people who had been bitten by 
rabid dogs, who had heard 
about his experiments, beg¬ 
ging for foe vaccine. What 
could he do? If they had been 
bitten by a rabid dog they 
would die anyway.” 

It is impossible, in Professor 
Porter’s view, to lay down 
hard and fast rules about what 
is ethical in medicine. Every 
case is different, he says, and 
half foe art of doctoring is to 
provide reassurance, even if 
this means telling white lies. 

BUT IT is foe good name of 
science that is at stake. It is 
impossible to say how wide¬ 
spread scientific fraud is, but 
in America, the authorities 
considered it sufficiently seri¬ 
ous to set up the Office of 
Research Integrity in 1989 
which mounts detailed in¬ 
vestigations in response to 
whistle-blowers in laborato¬ 
ries. Similar agencies have 
been established in other 
countries. 

Whether there would be 
enough work for a similar 
body in the UK is hard to 
judge but because 25,000 
medical journals are pub¬ 
lished around the world, the 
opportunities for fraud are 
extensive. 

A recent survey, by Dr 
Stephen Lode, former editor of 
the British Medical Journal, 
of 79 medical professors and 
journal editors yielded 41 
examples of scientific miscon¬ 
duct. They are unlikely to be 
the last. 


Hie end of the world, says Malt Ridley, is not as nigh as some environmentalists like to pretend 


T! 


I he past month has seen foe 
coincidental publication of 
_ three books critical of environ¬ 
mentalists. Richard North's Life on a 
Modem Planet, Wilfred Beck- 
erman’s Small is Stupid and my own 
Down to Earth have been seen in 
some quarters almost as a concerted 
backlash. We have became foe anti¬ 
greens. 

This is horribly misleading. I think 
of myself as an environmentalist, and 
from North's and Beckerman’S 
books, it is dear that they do too. That 
is why we shore a revulsion at the 
hijacking of environmental issues by 
extremists who seem prepared to tell 
afarming fibs to get attention and 
market share in the competitive 
world of green charity. We also 
believe that regulation, state interfer¬ 
ence and centralisation are often the 
problem, not the solution; and that 
growth and technology are often the 
solution, not the problem. 

Consider just a few of foe dire 
predictions of environmentalists that 
have not come true. In 1968, Paul 
Ehrlich, a still respected eco-guru at 
Stanford University, wrote: “The 
fight to feed humanity is over. In foe 
1970s, foe world will undergo fam¬ 
ines —hundreds of millions of people 
are going to starve to death." Sixty- 
five million Americans would die of 
famine in the 1980s, he predicted. Per 
capita food production has risen: 
famine deaths have fallen steadily 
and those that do occur are caused by 
wars, not population pressure. Did 
Mr Ehrlich apologise? 

In 1974. virtually everybody except 
the journalist Norman Macrae said

foe world would effectively run out of 
oil before the end of the century. 
Proven reserves of oil are now larger 
than ever before. It will run out one 
day, but fleets of alternative fuels are 
queueing up to take its place. Did 
anybody say they were wrong? 

In 1976. three books predicted an 
imminent ice age and demanded 
immediate action to stave it off. The 
author of one. Stephen Schneider, 
has become a leading apocalyptic on 
global warming instead. He said in 
an unguarded moment: “Scientists 
should consider stretching foe truth 
to get some broad-based support, to 
capture the public’s imagination... 
we have to offer up scary scenarios, 
make simplified dramatic state¬ 
ments. and make little mention of any 
doubts we might have.” He did not 
say: “1 was wrong...” 

In 1983. virtually everybody agreed 
that one-third of the trees in German 
forests were “dying” from acid rain. 
Not only did far fewer die. but a ten- 
year American study concluded that 
acid rain was not even at the top of 
the list of problems facing forests. 
Did foe greens admit their error? 

These are just the global scares we 


have been subjected to. On local ones, 
foe greens have an even worse track 
record. The seals of foe North Sea 
were supposed to be dying from 
pollution in 1989: they were actually 
suffering from a viral epidemic aided 
by high population density. The 
Braer oil spill last year was supposed 
to do irreparable damage to the 
wildlife of Shetland. Richard North 
and I were the only journalists to 
predict (correctly) that the effect 
would be minimal.

reens say that it takes ex¬ 
treme statements to wake foe 
public. Yet on none of the 
issues I have mentioned did green 
organisations begin foe debate. They 
merely leapt on to bandwagons once 
they were moving. The truth is that 
the hyperbole is needed in a market 
competition for funds. Whether foe 
issue is ozone, climate or ivory, 
moderate organisations have repeat¬ 
edly seen their more mendacious 
rivals collect large windfalls of atten¬ 
tion and donations, and have turned 
radical in response. 

Scientists are also herd animals. 
On global warming, the attempt to 


silence doubters has readied such a 
point that no less a figure than the 
Vice-President of foe United States, 
Al Gore, tried personally to discredit 
a global-wanning sceptic. Fred Sing¬ 
er, by calling a television network 
and suggesting that Mr Singer was 
in the pay of industry and should not 
be interviewed. The network, to its 
credit, merely reported Mr Gore's 
intervention and interviewed Mr 
Singer anyway. 

Do the means matter if the end Is 
virtuous? Alarmists appeal to the 
“precautionary principle" — better 
safe than sorry. Yet, as Beckerman 
argues, if we always acted to avoid 
the slightest risk, however uncertain, 
we would never get out of bed. 

It is the imperviousness of the 
greens to such arguments that leads 
some to suspect them of foe hidden 
motive to reinvent socialism. I think 
that, like all conspiracy theories, this 
is overdone, but it is nonetheless 
noticeable how reluctant most greens 
are even to consider environmental 
solutions that change the incentives 
for private individuals rather than 
impose government regulations. Em¬ 
pire-building bureaucrats love

Strange men 
with strange names are infiltrating 
the nation's chat shows preaching its 
virtues. Labours Tony Blair mur¬ 
murs the word in his bath, his brain 
permanently on line to a fad lexicon. 
Paddy Ashdown predictably claims 
to have discovered it first (Mr 
Ashdown discovers new words like 
Leif the Viking discovered America— 
he does not know quite what to do 
with them next) 

Of all foe ideas plucked out of the 
air by British politicians none is more 
cynical than community, it is aston¬ 
ishingly unoriginal. From Burke’s 
“little platoons" through Cobbett 
Tocqueville and Mill to the early 
municipal cooperators, English pol¬ 
itical theorists have 
d aimed respect for 
community institu¬ 
tions as a bulwark 
against the power of 
the State. The cry 
has since been tak¬ 
en up philosophi¬ 
cally by Hayek and 
Oakeshott, admin¬ 
istratively by Scan¬ 
dinavia's “free 
environmentally by 
and "her defensible 
championed by the 


communes”,

space”. It is 
Council of Europe's charter of local 
democracy, and even by Brussels's 
new-found enthusiasm for 
subsidiarity. There is nothing new 
about community. 

In foe form recently articulated by 
foe American academic, Amitai 
Etzioni, “communitarianism” is em¬ 
barrassingly naive. It daims that 
neighbourhoods and foe institutions 
built on them are crucial to our sense 
of group security and personal worth. 
Mr Etzioni's problem is that to make 
such phrases concrete requires a 
descent into apparent banality. Can 
personal worth really be about parish 
councils. Scouts, Lord Mayors? 

The answer is yes for the majority 
of dtizens. These groups enable a 
community to be more than just a 
sum of its individual dtizens. They 
represent Tocqueville’s “habit of as¬ 
sociation”, without which democracy 
atrophies in the face of tyranny. They 
are what gives titizenship its pur¬ 
chase. Mr Etzioni's community 
means “Do not throw your rubbish

out of foe window" or "Drive slowly, 
children playing". This is hardly the 
stuff of a New Age creed. But it is 
true. Laity Thatcher derided all this 
as closet socialism. She never said 
society did not exist, but she did say it 
was composed of individuals and 
families, not collectives. Her pro¬ 
gramme was to “empower” dtizens 
as consumers, as service-choosers, 
but disempower them as participants 
in a devolved democracy. 

John Major and Kenneth Clarke 
agree. Their aversion to “commun¬ 
ity" was glaringly evident last week 
in their refusal to let school governors 
(even of “self-governing” grant main¬ 
tained schools) raise council tax to 
give their teachers a pay rise. This 
was despite the fact that the rise had 
been conceded nor by foe governors 
but by the Cabinet on their behalf. 


For good measure Mr Major added 
on Thursday that the governors 
should not sack any teachers to make 
up foe difference. His next education 
edict will be that four minus two 
equals four. Governors in Warwick¬ 
shire have understandably said that 
if Mr Major insists on telling them 
their job. he might as well come and 
* do it himself. 

As for Mr Blair, he celebrated 
“communitarianism" week with a 
numbing fusillade of platitude in his 
Spectator lecture. Duty was the 
cornerstone of community... com¬ 
munity was foe cornerstone of liber¬ 
ty... liberty was the cornerstone of 
society... society was foe corner¬ 
stone of duty... duty was... This is 
a tired politician's classic default 
mode. Mr Blair uses abstract nouns 
as a wine writer uses adjectives. 


tilling space with a frothy concoction 
devoid of meaning- If labour believes 
in community it must say what it 
intends for local democracy, for 
regionalism, proportional represen¬ 
tation at local elections, local tax¬ 
ation. foe police, housing and health 
authorities. After 16 years of Opposi¬ 
tion, Labour has still not done so. 
Will it ever? I doubt It It is still the

Competitive job-shedding does not always pay off 


Tony Blair is out io steal not just the 
Conservatives’ clothes, but also their votes 
Encouraging his party’s think tank to set up 
a commission on British business is a ploy 
designed to appeal to the disgruntled of 
middle England. As politicians in both 
parties realise, the disgrundement arises 
above all from job in securin'. Each time 
another announcement of huge job cuts is 
made — this week. 2JZ00 at Northern Foods, 
1.745 at Midland Bank and up to 1,000 at 
Powergen - voters shudder. In recent years 
it has been commonly believed that there is 
no alternative to job-shedding. Labour’s new 
commission could do worse than question 
this wisdom. 

There are dozens of reasons why jobs have 
become less secure. Advances in information 
technology allow computers to cut out whole 
swaths of administrative and clerical staff. 
Increased competition — both from the 
European single market and global trade 
liberalisation — forces companies to cut 
costs. Because consumers have become 
more demanding, companies have to inno¬ 
vate faster. Because taxpayers have become 
more restive, the search for savings has hit 
^ the public sector too. “Change” has been the 
mantra of management. 

Most companies, after sacking thousands 
of employees, have seen the resulting 
benefits appear directly on the bottom line of 
their accounts. In the short term, sacking 
people has been the easiest way to increase 
profits: a quick look at the electricity 
companies, post-privatisation, shows how 
much money can be released. Employers are 
beginning to question, however, whether 
more “delayering” and “downsizing” will 
bring good or ill. 

The loss of layers of middle management 
has not been an unqualified boon. Although 
some were a brake on progress, others were 
an unappreciated lubricant between top 
managers and the shopfloor. knowing how 
to communicate with both ends of the 
company. Moreover, their existence pro¬ 
vided an incentive for those nearer the 
bottom to work hard in order to win 


promotion. Now that the career ladder has 
gaps where there used ro be rungs, some 
workers are beginning to question whether 
they want the insecurity that seems to come 
with managerial jobs. And top managers 
wiJJ soon discover that they have destroyed 
the training ground for their future high- 
level colleagues. 

What cannot be precisely measured in a 
profit and loss account is the effect of job 
insecurity on morale. The survivors of the 
last few redundancy rounds are not only 
overworked: they are fearful for the future. 
This doubled stress may not bode well for 
their performance. Nor will decline in 
loyally to the organisation. If the employer 
cannot offer reasonable job security, why 
should the employee offer more than a “job’s 
worth" attitude in return? Increasingly 
fewer numbers of people will volunteer to do 
more than they need, to work evenings or 
weekends, unless the reward is clear and 
immediate. And no longer will clever young 
employees be prepared to serve time in 
boring jobs for several years in the 
expectation of a steadily rising career and 
salary for the rest of their working life. 

Shareholders should therefore start to 
question whether the round of job cuts that 
attends a company’s year-end results is 
always something to be applauded. More 
companies may deride to go the way of 
Rover: there job security is guaranteed . 
provided that the employee is prepared to 
accept absolutely any position. White-collar 
workers are asked to don overalls and 
retrain as fitters, for instance. 

This is the sort of approach that should 
appeal to New Labour, in its search for a 
message that will win votes in middle Eng¬ 
land. Rover’s methods cannot be emulated 
by all companies. But they ensure the flexi¬ 
bility essential for an employer to remain 
competitive. They also protect risk-averse 
employees and have the added public benefit 
of not throwing people into unemployment 
at a cost to the taxpayer. Mr Blair’s new 
commission might do well to turn con¬ 
ventional thinking-on jobs on its head. 


BOX CLEVER 
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Tyson has read Tolstoy — and is ready for the ring 


“Iron Mike” or Renaissance Man? This is a 
question that boxing enthusiasts will be 
asking today as Mike Tyson walks free from 
prison. Boxers are not primarily men of 
words, or even of letters, and Tyson was no 
exception when he was jailed in 1992 for the 
rape of Desiree Washington. Three years 
later, we are told that he is better read than 
most Oxford undergraduates. That is not all: 
we are told also that Tyson is thoughtful, 
peaceable and Muslim. His reinvention is 
complete, and it could only have happened 
in boxing. 

History shows that a spell in prison has 
often helped great men to collect their 
thoughts: Bunyan. Cervantes, Genet and 
Nehru are but a few examples. Although 
Tyson is perhaps not quite of this stable, his 
Prison Years are said to have nourished his 
mind on Voltaire, Alexandre Dumas. 
Machiavelli and Maya Angelou. Sources 
close to the nouwau-intellectuel boxer have 
disclosed that he has even read War and 
Peace-, and while cynics have asked whether 
that means all three words of it. they would 
not dare to make such an observation within 
reach of a Tyson right hook. 

Tyson’s impressive reading list may 
provoke many to snigger — and his jail- 
house failure to pass the high school 
diploma examination should strengthen the 
hand of those Doubting Thomases who 
suggest that the Tostoy business was just a 
ploy to secure early release from prison. 
Equally, there must be many who pray 
fervently that Tyson has not. in fact, read 
anything in prison, and that his menace 
remains unaffected by the emasculating 


influence of the classics of the Western 
literary canon. 

Even for those whose tongues are firmly 
in their gumshields. there is a forceful 
paradox embedded in all this. The relation 
between boxing and literature is as fecund 
as that of any other sport — perhaps more 
so. Boxing is an elemental art which has 
always straddled the frontier between the 
moral and the sinful. It has bewitched such 
writers as George Bernard Shaw {who 
maintained a correspondence with the world 
heavyweight champion Gene Tunney}, Er¬ 
nest Hemingway. Budd Schulberg, Norman 
Mailer, Vernon Scannel and Joyce Carol 
Oates. 

Mailer, the sport’s most celebrated ob¬ 
server, has written that a fight in the ring is 
“a kind of narrative form” in which boxers 
“debate with their bodies”. Oates, in whose 
own wispy frailty perhaps lies the key to her 
fascination with the sport, argues that since 
boxers are the very antithesis of writers they 
also make compelling counterparts. In her 
moving book. On Boxing, published nearly 
a decade ago. she observes that “boxing is 
the most tragic of ail sports because, more 
than any other human activity, it consumes 
the very excellence it dispJays”. 

Tyson’s excellence, too, was consumed by 
the pressures of the sport' and these were 
only compounded by hk own amoral nature 
and a violent childhood of crime and arrest. 
Just as he deserved the acclaim for his 
prowess in the ring, he deserved also to go to 
jail. Tyson is now back with us. more lithe, at 
least a little more literate, and. we trust no 
less lethal as a result

Shakespeare in 
Coriolanus defined the central weakness of 
great men in the fact that even in victory, 
they remained at the mercy of their mothers. 

Both of these relationships were 
characterised by hints of coercion and guilt 
behind the love, elements well understood 
and exploited by the retailers of chocolates, 
flowers and toiletries who have hijacked 
Mother’s Day in the industrialized world.

Compensation call 
for PoW medics

Sir, The letters (March 2)) about the 
attempt io restore war widows’ pen¬ 
sions will be appreciated by many 
Service families and the action of Lord 
Freyberg and others in the Lords is to 
be applauded. One can only hope that 
the guidance given by many senior 
peers, which stems mainly from per¬ 
sonal experience of the events of 1939- 
45, will be accepted by the perhaps 
less well informed Members in the 
Commons. 

There are several other injustices 
which still await rectification. The 
“protected personnel", those non-com¬ 
batant doctors and medical orderlies 
who voluntarily stayed behind with 
the wounded prisoners under the 
terms of the Red Cross Convention, 
had a raw deal too. 

Several attempts have been made to 
secure just treatment by the British 
Government over their pay. part of 
which was deducted while they were 
prisoners of war. In the past, these 
attempts have failed because die true 
facts of their situation have not been 
fully understood or have been obs¬ 
cured. 

Servicemen and ex-servicemen 
have no channel of redress. The Om¬ 
budsman is specifically prevented by 
schedule 3, section 10a. of the Parlia¬ 
mentary Commissioner Act 1967 from 
considering complaints from them 
and. as a result, Whitehall can effec¬ 
tively block attempts to seek justice. 

This special anniversary year is 
surely the time to review and correct 
these longstanding grievances and 
injustices. The Commons should gen¬ 
erously accept the Lords amendment 
and afro lift the prohibition placed on 
the Ombudsman by the 1967 Act — 
foiling which, order an independent 
inquiry into all outstanding veterans’ 
grievances. If this is not done state¬ 
ments by Ministers and others in gov¬ 
ernment during the forthcoming cele¬ 
brations will be both hollow and hy¬ 
pocritical.

Sir, Having signed away the rights to 
repatriation of medical personnel in 
German and Italian prisoner of war 
camps, our Government deducted, ar¬ 
bitrarily, the money which they as¬ 
sumed the detaining power was sup¬ 
posed to pay to these men. 

Privates in the Medical Corps re¬ 
ceived 2s 9d per day if they had quali¬ 
fied as nursing orderlies. The Ger¬ 
mans were assumed to be paying 
them 30 marks per month which was 
deducted at the Red Cross agreed ex¬ 
change rate of 15 marks to £1. nearly 
50 per cent of their service pay. Many 
never received any payment from 
their detaining power, were not recog¬ 
nised as protected personnel and were 
not aware of the parsimony of their 
Government until quite recently.

In 
a wider context, it suggests that one 
should not prevent a crime being com¬ 
mitted. as prosecution is of greater im¬ 
portance than prevention.

Throughout the long years of apar¬ 
theid the British Council’s work in 
Souih Africa focused wholly on the 
disadvantaged communities. Much of 
that work, largely in education—pro¬ 
viding British scholarships for stu¬ 
dents. training teachers in rural areas 
— would be correctly described as aid. 
Bur it is precisely this type of invest¬ 
ment in people, small-scale but imme¬ 
diate. that provides the condition for 
the sustainable development that 
South Africa is aiming ro achieve. 

In the new South Africa much of 
this work continues, but we are now 
able to make a broader contribution. 
Work in the am is now possible and 
makes a distinctive contribution to 
community development 

Recent work the council has under¬ 
taken with the Market Theatre in Jo¬ 
hannesburg and with Ngoma. a 
multicultural group of musicians 
working in the townships, is neither 
patronising nor irrelevant. The 
scheme we run on behalf of the British 
aid programme to encourage small 
British business to invest in South 
Africa will create real jobs in the 
economy. 

Our evidence is that friendships 
made in the apartheid period with 
people in the disadvantaged commu¬ 
nities have lasted and are in some 
cases developing into new forms of 
partnership.

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JAMES MULCAHY 


James Mulcahy. QC. banister 
an»- Crown Court Recorder, 
died from a heart attach, on 

March 7 aged 57. He was born 
on January 5.1938. 

JAMES MULCAHY was an advo¬ 
cate of wit. flair and brilliance. In any 
roll-call of this, or indeed of any 
previous, generation there would be 
only a very few who could match 
him. let alone surpass him, in juiy 
advocacy. In the course of a closing 
speech Mulcahys w\u at times flint- 
dry. caused many a prosecutor to bite 
a cheek in order to suppress an 
audible laugh (which would infalli¬ 
bly have lost even what slight hope 
remained of a conviction). Humour 
was his most devastating forensic 
weapon and his most engaging 
quality in the robing room. Bar mess 
or anywhere else where he found 
himself in the company of friends 
and colleagues. 

Brought up in Yeading. Middlesex, 
Mulcahy attended Gunners bury 
Roman Catholic Grammar School, 
where he developed Jesui rical powers 
of reasoning. He also excelled at 
Latin, debating, drama and music. 
On games afternoons he took exer¬ 
cise by proceeding apace to a piano 
lesson, real or imagined. 

After a brief period in the office of 
the Clerk of the Peace to Middlesex 
Quarter Sessions, and an apocryphal 
* flirtation with the idea of becoming a 
“medical man", Mulcahy read law at 
University College London. Once 
there, his formidable intellect quickly 
grasped the essentials of the law and 
he refined his quickness of wit in 
college and university debates. Not 



only was he president of debates but 
his reputation was such that, for 
many years after he had gone down, 
no major debating occasion was 
complete without him. He graduated 
in 1961. 

The following year he was called to 
the Bar by Gray’s Inn. His pupil 


master was A. F. Holdsworth (later a 
circuit judge) and he then joined the 
chambers of Sir John Latey, Emlyn 
Hooson and John Mortimer in Dr 
Johnson's Buildings, where he was to 
stay until 1978. 

He became a star attraction in 
Gray’s Inn Hall. After the benchers 


had retreated to an inner sanctum 
Mulcahy could be retied upon to 
bring the evening to life, whether in a 
formal debate or the Inn's none-ioo- 
serious but somewhat arcane pro¬ 
ceedings where penalties are still 
measured in port. 

Mulcahy was never renowned for 
his devotion to paperwork but pre¬ 
ferred to develop his reputation in 
court, thinking on his feet. In 1978 he 
and some colleagues set up chambers 
in Gray's Inn Square. The set has 
taken root, expanded and developed 
into a successful enterprise. Mulcahy 
contributed his name and his law 
reports in the knowledge dial his 
career would have prospered better 
elsewhere. He was not a man who 
was concerned with material success 
and was content ro let life take Its 
course even though his great talent 
was nor fully employed. 

In the 1980s his health deteriorated 
and he light-heartedly put his prob¬ 
lems down to “gout" and. if he is to be 
believed, assisted half the judiciary 
by sharing his pills with them. 
Typically he made few concessions 
and was loath to curtail his consump¬ 
tion of a dry clear spirit which 
matched his wit or to forgo the 
delights of dining at L'Epicure in 
Soho in the company of friends. 

As he grew physically weaker, his 
spirit grew stronger. Shortly before 
his kidney transplant, and as a 
“leading" junior, he conducted the 
defence of a major robbery trial from 
his Oat and, when well enough to 
attend court, sometimes from the 
robing room, before emerging in 
obviously very poor health to make a 
brilliant final speech to secure not

Peter Spackman, 
American editor and arts 
consultant, died ofa heart 
attack In New York on 
March 16 aged 64. He 
was born on September 
30.1930. 

PETER SPACKMAN edited 
The Columbia University Fo¬ 
rum during its heyday, found¬ 
ed and edited the influential 
quarterly of the arts. Cultural 
Affairs, and was, for a decade, 
executive director of the Coun¬ 
cil for the Arts at the Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

During the 1950s he was an 
editor at The Princeton Alum¬ 
ni Quarterly and of This Week 
magazine after which, during 
the 1960s. he became editor-in- 
chief of The Columbia Univer¬ 
sity Forum and Cultural 
Affairs — magazines which 
published original, seminal 
work by a wide variety of 
writers, including Jacques 
Barzun, Amitai Etzioni. Caro¬ 
lyn Hetibmn, Jules Henry. 
Margaret Mead, Donald 
Keene. Jean Piaget and How¬ 
ard Zion. 


When the Ford Foundation 
stopped funding Cultural Af¬ 
fairs in 1971, Spackman moved 
to Boston, where he worked at 
MIT, first as a science writer 
and then, from 1973 to 1983. as 
executive director of the Coun¬ 
cil for the Arts. This organis¬ 
ation was established by 
MIT’s president Jerome B. 
Wiesner to adapt the princi¬ 
ples and experiences of the 
public arts coundl movement 
ui the United Stales to die 
special requirements of a univ¬ 
ersity. It enjoyed considerable 
success — contriving to raise 
some $700,000 for faculty and 
student arts projects. 
Spademan also published 
many witty and incisive essays 
on literature and the arts in 
The New York Times Book 
Review and other journals. , 

After leaving MIT in 1983. I 
he served as a partner in the 
arts consulting firm of 
Burgard Associates, initiating 
innovative and successful edu¬ 
cational programmes in the 
arts for elementary and high 
school students across Ameri¬ 
ca. During these years he was 
also a co-director of Cuisine 
Chez Vous. a catering 
company. 

The son of the novelist and 
critic W. M. Spademan, and 
Mary Ann Matthews (the 
sister of the former editor of 
Time magazine. T. S. Ma¬ 
tthews). the younger 
Spademan graduated from 
Princeton University in 1952, 
and from the Columbia Univ¬ 
ersity Graduate School of 
Journalism in 1953. He had 
homes in Newton. Massachu¬ 
setts, London and St Cezaire, 
France. 

He is survived by his wife, 
three sons two daughters and 
two stepdaughters. 


Florence Chadwick, long¬ 
distance swimmer, died 
in hospital in San Diego. 

California, from 
leukaemia on March 15 
aged 76. 

IN THE era when swimming 
the English Channel was still 
a rarity. Florence Chadwick 
was unique. During the 1950s 
she became the first woman to 
have crossed the straits in both 
directions. She also set numer¬ 
ous other long-distance swim¬ 
ming records, with her 
smooth stroke and profound 
determination. 

Despite being brought up in 
southern California, where 
the wanner weather offers 
hardly suitable conditioning 
for the chill of the English 
Channel. Chadwick was lucky 
enough to possess the neces¬ 
sary pace to complete the 
crossings before the cold could 
get to her. Her successful 
efforts were carried out 
through thick fog. seasickness 
and shoals of jelly fish, and — 
when she swam the Straits of 
Gibraltar—under threat from 
sharks. 

Florence Chadwick began 
swimming at the age of five in 
the San Diego Bay and a year 
later was so pleased with her 
progress that she competed in 
a local race against six other 
girls, telling everyone in ad¬ 
vance how good she was. She 
came last Sixty years later. 
she said of the experience: “I 
learnt a lesson in life. Don’t 
brag, just get in and do it" 
This is what she subse¬ 
quently did Chadwick set 
several speed and endurance 
records in the United States 
and then took a job with an 
American oil company on the 
Arabian Gulf to save money

for an attempt on die English 
Channel. 

Her application for the first 
cross-Channel race in 1950 
was turned down, so she 
decided to make a solo at¬ 
tempt Despite being inade¬ 
quately fed with only four 
lumps of sugar every hour, 
she swam from France to 
England in 13 hours 23 min¬ 
utes, to break, by one hour and 
11 minutes, the women’s 
record set in 1924 by Gertrude 
Ederle, the former Olympic 
champion. 

However. Chadwick's 
record has never been official¬ 
ly recognised because no ob¬ 
server of the Channel 
Swimming Association was 
present Nevertheless, her 


home town gave her a ticker- 
tape welcome. 

In 1951 she swam from 
England to France, usually the 
more difficult direction 
because of the currents, and 
then repeated the feat two 
years later. In 1955 she set a 
record for either sex swim¬ 
ming from England to France 
with a time of 13 hours 55 
minutes. 

Like Lord Byron, she swam 
the Dardanelles. She also 
crossed the Bosphorus and. on 
three occasions, the Catalina 
Channel, off California. Her 
great regrets were never to do 
a non-stop two-way crossing 
of the English Channel and 
also being pulled out of the 
water unconscious, just half-a- 


mile from the shore, on her 
third faffed attempt to swim 
between Scotland and Ireland. 

She became a celebrity in 
the United States with tele¬ 
vision appearances, commer¬ 
cial endorsements and coach¬ 
ing clinics. She retired in 1960, 
after estimating that she had 
swum an average of 18 miles a 
week for 27 years, a total 
distance of drdfog the globe. 

She later became a success¬ 
ful stockbroker and financial 
consultant and was stiff em¬ 
ployed by the First Wall Street 
Corporation of La Jolla, Cali¬ 
fornia, when she died. She 
was divorced and never had 
any children. After her crema¬ 
tion, her ashes were scattered 
on the ocean off California.

only the acquittal of his client but the 
other defendants as well, even 
though they had their own able QCs. 

His life was in the balance and at a 
turning point. Through the interven¬ 
tion of a friend he sought medical 
help and had a kidney transplanted 
at Bart's. Once over the operation, he 
was not content to stay in hospital for 
long and when the ward sister sought 
to stop him leaving on the ground 
that there might be an emergency, he 
indicated that if she needed help she 
could always telephone him. 

Restored to health, official recogni¬ 
tion of his ability followed. He took 
silk in 1987 and was appointed a 
Recorder in 1988. 

Mulcahy had talent in abundance 
but endearingly did not have the 
driving-force of ambition to bring 
him the son of success that could 
otherwise have been his for the 
asking. His understanding of the 
frailty of human nature, his generos¬ 
ity and his profound sense of justice, 
as well as fun. were ever-present. 

He discharged his judicial duties 
with distinction and in the County 
Court confounded civil practitioners 
who made the mistake of thinking 
that their tribunal knew no law. 
However, it was as an advocate that 
he excelled and it is for that — and its 
accompanying roles — that he will 
best be remembered. No chambers 
dinner or wedding was complete 
without a Latin grace or a speech 
delivered by “JM". The Old Bailey 
and the other Crown Courts at which 
he practised will be the poorer for the 
loss of an elegant advocate who was a 
barrister down to his silk socks. 

He is survived by his two sisters. 



Leslie Grinsell. OBE, 
field archaeologist and 
museum curator, died on 
February 28 aged 88. He 
was born on February 14. 

1907. 

LESLIE GRINSELL grew up 
lonely and unfulfilled. It was 
his discovery of prehistory 
among the ancient field monu¬ 
ments of Sussex that changed 
his life, starting him on a 69- 
year road of discovery and 
publishing for which, in 1972, 
he was appointed OBE. hav¬ 
ing received an honorary MA 
from the University of Bristol 
a year earlier. 

His life's work was to record 
every Bronze Age burial 
mound in southern England, 
measuring, classifying and 
mapping them. A huge corpus 
of meticulously published 
data is his permanent memo¬ 
rial. 

Starting in about 1926 and 
armed with rucksack, timeta¬ 
bles (he did not drive), note¬ 
book. tape and folding rule, 
this self-taught archaeologist 
went into the field every 
weekend from spring to au¬ 
tumn. The admission that 
several months elapsed before 
he discovered the tape’s re¬ 
tractable metal winding han¬ 
dle showed what a (oner he 
was. By 1944 he had made 
more than 12,000 barrow vis¬ 
its and surveyed and pub¬ 
lished ten counties. After 
retirement in 1971 he added 
Somerset. Avon, most of Dev¬ 
on. Kent and Herefordshire, 
with supplements to several 
earlier surveys. 

At his death, the work 
extended from Norfolk to the 
Tamar and the Welsh 
Marches. The records he drew 
up were not just a matter of 
dimensions and classifications 
(for which his early bank 
training was priceless). He. 
additionally included barrow 
names and folklore, early 
published references, details 
of finds and the state of the 
monuments. The Ancient 
Burial Mounds of England 
(1936, 1953, 1975), remains a 
classic work. 

In the course of this pilgrim¬ 
age Grinsell rediscovered 
countless barrows and a Neo¬ 
lithic causewayed camp. A 
visit to Stonehenge, within 
hours of Atkinson’s discovery 


of carvings there, soon led to 
his own discovery of the series 
of engraved feet on a burial 
slab in the barrow at Pool 
Farm. Mendip, which is now a 
remarkable exhibit in Bristol 
Museum. 

Leslie Valentine Grinsell 
was for 19 years a bank clerk 
with Barclays and for 20 more 
a curator at Bristol Museum. 
But it was his intensive study 
of .prehistoric burial mounds 
that made him pre-eminent in 
British field archeology. Yet, 
apart from three paid years 
working on his survey of 
Wiltshire barrows for the Vic¬ 
toria County History (1957), 
Grinsell's considerable contri¬ 
butions were made in his 
spare time. 

Field archaeology was not a 
total preoccupation, however. 
Other interests motivated his 
enthusiasm: folklore, place 
names, numismatics, Egyptol¬ 
ogy, and piano playing, teach¬ 
ing and lecturing, drawing, 
sketching, photography, love 
of the countryside and “the 
tonic properties of the air”. 

Grinsell *s fieldwork was not 
limited to these islands. A 
wartime posting to Egypt as 
an aerial photographer (he 
had been a pioneer in this 
field) led inevitably to a 
Grinseillan survey of die Pyra¬ 
mids (1947) and, during his 
last years, his annual Christ¬ 
mas holiday to the larger 
Mediterranean islands 
spawned Barrow. Pyramid 
and Tomb (1975, 1977; Italian 
edition 1978). 

Grinsell was fascinated fry 
medieval British coins. His 
studies of the minis at Bath 
and Bristol are major contri¬ 
butions to a specialist field in 
which, like Egyptology, he 
made himself expert 

Leslie Grinsdl’s circle of 
friends included several 
women but he eschewed per¬ 
sonal attachments. Only when 
working for organisations 
such as the Prehistoric Society, 
or in his painstaking help 
given to anyone with similar 
interests, did he betray that 
deep, selfless generosity 
which, with those flashes of 
wit and the shy smile, made 
his friendship so valued. Had 
he married, he might not have 
achieved what he did and we 
would know so much less 
about our past 
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Henry Hole, MBE. 
optiemn and youth 
worker, died on March 5 
aged 80. He was born on 
December 16.1914. 

HENRY HOLE'S cruises and 
adventure holidays on the 
Norfolk Broads helped to 
mould several generations of 
boys from all over the country. 
Among these were Sir Christo¬ 
pher Collett the former Lord 
Mayor of London, and the 
tennis promoter John Barrett. 

Henry William Hole was 
born in Poplar, the son of an 
electrician in the Royal Navy, 
and he left school early with 
no qualifications. His first job 


was in a shoe factory. At the 
same time he joined the Boy 
Scouts by which route he 
came, accidentally, to train as 
an optician. 

His scoutmaster wanted to 
help the unemployed in his 
area and when he asked Hole 
what he intended to do with 
his life. Hole replied that he 
wanted to be an electrician, 
like his father. The scoutmas¬ 
ter, being somewhat deaf, 
arranged for the boy to take a 
job in an optician’s, as a 
messenger, instead. The opti¬ 
cian was impressed by Hole's 
abilities and suggested he 
study at night school to be¬ 
come an optician. This Hole 


did, qualifying from North¬ 
ampton Polytechnic (now City 
University) in London. 

He spent his war years with 
the optica] department of the 
Ministry of Supply. On the 
outbreak of war there was a 
considerable dearth of vital 
components for instruments 
such as binoculars and gun 
sights, the main suppliers of 
these before the war having 
been Swiss and German com¬ 
panies. Hole's task was to 
ensure a continual supply of 
these from British companies 
which were not, at the time, 
tooled up for the job. 

After the war he returned to 
his three consulting rooms in 


South Woodford, only retiring 
in 1987. He sat as a JP on the 
Waltham Forest bench and 
was appointed MBE in 1980. 

His main passion was youth 
work. In 1946 he helped to 
establish the Venturers Nor¬ 
folk Broads Cruise which took 
eight sailing boats, six boys 
sleeping on each, on an Easter 
tour around the Broads. Hole 
acted as commodore. In the 
mid-1950s he set up the Argo¬ 
nauts Camp, through which 
sixty boys every summer 
camped and sailed on the 
Norfolk Broads, 

His wife Doris survives 
him. together with three 
daughters and a son. 


FIGHTING IN NANKING. 

SHELLFIRE ON CONSULATES. 

(From Our Special Correspondent) 

Shanghai. March 24 
The Northern Army, which two days ago 
was holding Nanking on an extended front, 
supposed to be 30 to 40 miles south of the city, 
suddenly began to withdraw yesterday morn¬ 
ing. The fust evidence of this movement 
occurred yesterday afternoon when the base 
troops at Nanking began hastily to evacuate 
their positions and cross the Yangtze. Appar¬ 
ently the evacuation of troops as they arrived 
from the front continued during the night 
The latest news received suggests that the 
Cantonese made a flank movement and 
approached Nanking in the rear of the main 
Shantung forces. The Cantonese being 
sighted by the base troops in the city, the 
Shantung troops began a hurried retreat 
through the north gate to the river bank. 

After fighting on the Bund and elsewhere, 
the Cantonese, while foreigners were being 
evacuated, were rounding up prisoners and 
bombarding the Shantung troops retreating 
from Pukow across the river. 

What are described as undisciplined 
Cantonese on their arrival at Nanking this

STEPHEN UTTLECHILD. the 
electricity regulator, is on a collision 
course with the industry over the 
pricing review of distribution profits 
that he initiated yesterday, the City 
believes.

UK enjoys 
best trade 
figures in 
nine years

BRITAIN enjoyed a virtuous 
combination of healthy 
growth. low inflation and a 
spectacular improvement in 
its trading performance in 
1994, according to figures 
published yesterday. 

The biggest surprise came 
on the current account, where 
a combination of booming 
exports and high invisible 
earnings from services such as 
banking, tourism, insurance, 
and investment income from 
abroad cut Britain’s current 
account deficit to only £168 
million for the year. 

This was the best perfor¬ 
mance for nine years, and a 
dramatic improvement on foe 
£115 billion deficit recorded in 
1993. It bettered by a long 
margin die forecast as recently 
as the November Budget of a 
£4 billion current account 
deficit in 1994. 

Hus welcome record on 
trade was coupled with figures 
showing that the economy ex¬ 
panded by 05 per cent in the 
fourth quarter, the same as 
previous estimates, but that foe 
year-on-year rate had been 
pushed up to 42 per cent, 
compared with 3.9 per cent 
earlier. At the same time, infla- 
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tion remained low. The higher 
growth figure came after revi¬ 
sions to growth in foe middle 
quarters of last year. Growth 
in the fourth quarter was 
unrevised at 0.8 per cent and a 
picture of slowing demand 
towards the end of last year 
appears to remain intact Con¬ 
sumer spending growth 
slowed to 2 per coil in the final 
quarter compared with a year 
earlier, from a rate of 35 per 
cent in the first quarter. 

The GDP deflator — a key 
indicator of inflation—rose by 
only 15 per cent in 1994, 
compared with the previous 
year. This is foe lowest this 
indicator has been since 1959 
and underlines how subdued 
inflation has been even at a 
time of above-trend growth. 

Another positive feature of 
yesterday's figures is evidence 
that investment is’ picking up 
on die back of very strong 
corporate profits. Investment 
rose by 22 per cent in foe 
fourth quarter, compared with 
foe third- Within total invest¬ 
ment, spending on buildings 
and homes remained weak, 
but investment in plant and 
machinery was booming. 
Spending on this category was 
12 per cent higher in foe 
fourth quarter than in the 
fourth quarter of 1993. 

Consumer spending was 
surprisingly strong in foe 
fourth quarter, with growth of 
05 per cent from the third. 
The Centra] Statistical Office 
said that it had been boosted 
by the National Lottery. 

The balance of the recovery 
changed in foe final quarter of 
last year, with consumer 
spoiding taking over from net 
exports as the key component 
Domestic spending increased 
by 1.7 per cent, while net 
imports rose to £23 billion in 
the fourth quarter, from £900 
million in foe third. This was 
equivalent to knocking 1 per 
cent off GDP in the quarter. 

The trade figures surprised 
the City, which had been 
looking for a current account 
deficit of about £1 billion in the 
fourth quarter instead of the 
surplus of £628 million report¬ 
ed. A record £3.6 billion in 
invisible earnings more than 
made up for a visible trade 
deficit of £2.9 billion. 

For 1994. foe visible trade 
deficit of £105 billion was 
balanced by a record surplus 
on invisibles of £10.4 billion. 

Some analysts concluded 
that Britain could run a sub¬ 
stantial current account sur¬ 
plus this year, with European 
markets recovering and ster¬ 
ling at highly competitive 
levels and foe domestic appe¬ 
tite for imports being con¬ 
strained by higher interest 
rates and taxes. 

Others cautioned that the 
current account figures were 
flattered by a very tow figure 
for British transfers to die 
European Union. They also 
noted that invisibles were 
boosted by very high income 
from investment.

NatWest sacked 
over £500,000 loss

NATIONAL Westminster

London Underground said 
the crossed cheque for

London Underground chased 
the cheque, it was told it had 


been paid into the account of 
Maria Brass, la German nat¬ 
ional. through Banque Nat¬ 
ional de Paris in Metz, and

NatWest confirmed it had 
received a writ from the 
London Underground 
solicitors. 

In a prepared statement it 
said: The bank has been 
advised by its solicitors that it 
has a strong case which it 
intends to defend strenuously.

activities. Mowlem*s busi¬ 
nesses are sounder than they 
have been for some time, but 
they are not in growth mar¬ 
kets, and, with the outlook 
still glum for contracting, the 
shares will remain dull. 
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I t could be argued that, for one 
reason or another, the Bank 
of England is fast resembling 
a banque d'affaires.

Barings' demise, particularly in 
view of his professed intention to 
“name names" Peter Baring, the 
chairman, has. after all most 
certainly put Mr Leeson's name in 
the frame. Whitehall’s perspective 
seems to be that the authorities in 
Singapore, where Leeson's alleged 
misdemeanours occurred, can be 
expected to put forward the stron¬ 
gest case, inquiries by the Serious 
Fraud Office continue but to 
mount any criminal prosecutions 
in the UK. the police would have lo 
show that Leeson intended lo 
defraud Barings, or that his 
London-based colleagues were in¬ 
volved in a fraud. 

All of this rep r esents something 
of a blow for Leeson. who. with a 
little help from solicitors Kingsley 
Napley, is strenuously resisting 
Singapore's extradition request. 
The Singapore Commercial Affairs 
Department has brought a charge 
of forgery, alleging that Leeson 
forged two documents to cover 
losses of £50 million sustained on 
derivatives.

Earlier this year. Barings' trea¬ 
sury is reputed to have advanced 
sums in the region of $900 million 
to cover Leeson’s future trades. 
What certain bankers, let alone 
laymen, find difficult to reconcile is 
quite how transfers of this scale 
failed to set off a few alarm bells.

ROLLS-ROYCE, the aero-en¬ 
gines maker yesterday sold 
£331 million of new shares to 
institutions, allowing the com¬ 
pany to complete the purchase 
of America’s Allison Engine 
Company. 

Rothschilds, the company's 
financial adviser, placed 227J 
million ordinary shares at 
154p, a discount of 6 per cent to 
the opening price of I64p, 
largely with domestic institu¬ 
tions. “This has been one of 
the largest, if nor the largest, 
placements of its land." said 
Nigel Higgins, a director of 
Rothschilds. 

Shareholders who were on 
the register before the offering 
have the right to “daw back" 
the new shares at the same 
price on the basis of one new 
ordinary share for 5.4 existing. 
The offer closes on April 19. 

The placement boosts the 
number of outstanding shares 
by 20 per cent, to about 1.45 
billion shares. Rolls-Royce 


said the larger equity base will 
not dilute earnings. Sir Ralph 
Robins, chairman, said that 
Allison’s recent tumround “re¬ 
inforces Roll-Rpyce's confi¬ 
dence that the acquisition of 
Allison will enchance Rolls- 
Royce’s earnings per share". 

Rolls agreed to buy Allison, 
which makes turboprop en¬ 
gines for military transporters 
and helicopters, from a lever¬ 
aged buyout firm for $525 mil¬ 
lion in November.

Allison's spares business is 
also profitable.

But Rolls said there appeared 
to be little room for cost cutt¬ 
ing at Allison. The restructur¬ 
ing by previous owners cut 
jobs from 7.000 to 4,000. 

Allison says it has more 
than 90 per cent of the global 
market for large turboprop 
engines, induded those for 
Lockheed’s soon-to-be launch¬ 
ed C-130J transporter, 
ordered by the RAF.

It 
has been paying the trading 
costs of all 140 stores since 
then.

£420.000. 

The 40 unwanted properties 
will remain with the administ¬ 
rator.

The fall in profits at 
Hornby was blamed (Hi ag¬ 
gressive pricing in the export 
market, increased advertising 
support and higher produc¬ 
tion costs. The company has 
cut the interim dividend to 5p 
a share from 9p. Earnings fell 
to 9-5p a share from 10.9p.

lowances before the tax port¬ 
cullis clangs shut on April 5. 

Those who leapt in at the 
last minute a year ago have 
had plenty of time to repent 
their tardiness. The FT-SE 
100, which surged 20 per cent 
in 1993, slumped 10 per cent in 
1994. This time last year, it 
stood at 3.129. By June, it had 
plunged to 2,876. This week, 
the index has risen by 64.1 
points, to close at 3.153.40 
yesterday, its 1995 high. The 
more astute will notice this is 
almost exactly where it was a 
year earlier. 

Commentators are divided 
on current prospects. Some 
reckon shares will continue to 
climb. Others predict a roller¬ 
coaster ride for some time yet 
Those who are still deter¬ 
mined to take the plunge but 
lack the time ibr their own 
homework on Peps can take a 
short cut by following die ad¬ 
vice of one of die Pep research 
houses or a financial adviser. 

As best buy off-the-shelf 
Peps investing in unit trusts. 
Allenbridge. the research 
house, tips the following: Per¬ 
petual High Income: ftrpetu- 
ai ftp Growth. Morgan 
Grenfell UK Equity Income. 
Morgan Grenfell European 
Growth, Pembroke Growth, 


Newton Income and Newton 
General. For the more adven¬ 
turous. the group suggests 
Perpetual Far Eastern 
Growth. Allenbridge, a Pep 
research house, bases its rat¬ 
ings on consistency of perfor¬ 
mance. management and 
overall return. 

Andrew Butcher of Charles 
Stanley, the London stockbro¬ 
ker. is particularly keen on 
Pepping investment trusts. 
For those seeking income and 
growth, he suggests Murray 
Income (1.6 per cent discount.

4.7 per cent yield) and, for 
capital growth. Electric & 
General (9.6 per cent discount 
22 per cent yield). 

If income is your primary 
interest Mr Stanley suggests 
a choice of two split-level 
trusts. General Consolidated^ 
income shares, currently I06p. 
yield 11 per cent until they are 
repaid at iOOp on December 
1997. For the longer term, he 
suggests River & Mercantile's 
income shares, currently 108p. 
which yield 92 per cent and 
are redeemed at IOOp in April 


2000. Another relatively low- 
risk Pep is the new Virgin 
Direct FT-SE all-share tracker 
fund. Launched a fortnight 
ago. it attracted £10 million in 
its first week. Tracker funds 
mimic the performance of a 
stock market index. 

Fidelity, the fund manage¬ 
ment group, reports a fair 
degree of interest in its new 
Strategic Income bond. Cur¬ 
rently 50 per cent in bonds and 
50 per cent in equities, it will 
switch to 75 per cent bonds, 
when the Government gives 
the green light to corporate- 
bond Peps. 

Richard Boyton, of Bqyton 
Financial Services, advises 
veteran ftp investors who 
have picked up a “ragbag" of 
different Peps over the year to 
consider bringing them ail 
together into a self-select 
Pep.Some providers will allow 
you simply to transfer your 
holdings. With others, you 
have to sell and buy tad: 
immediately within the new 
Pep. 

Self-select Peps enable you 
to switch into cash when 
markets turn nasty. Charges 
depend on investment activity 
and mix. If the present stock 
market volatility is making 
you nervous, you could also 
ask your stockbroker to hold 
the new money you wish to 
invest as cash inside a ftp. 

This is possible under In¬ 
land Revenue rules provided 
you intend to move it into 
qualifying investments and 
equity funds later on.

When the Chancellor announced 
plans to allow die inclusion of 
corporate bonds, preference shares, 
and convertibles in Peps, he said 
they were likely to come into force 
“as soon as possible after April 6". 

This week, the Inland Revenue 
announced that it had at last 
cobbled together a set of draft 
regulations covering the new-style 
Peps. But. going by the envisaged 
timeframe, investors will have to 
wait until July at least for the first 
fully fledged products to reach the 
market 

A discussion document will be 
published next Friday and circulat¬ 
ed among interested bodies. They 
will have until May 12 to register 
their comments. The regulations are 
expected to be finalised tty die end of 
May. after which they will go before 
die House of Commons. If all goes to 
plan, they should come into force 
three weeks later. 

The Revenue refuses to say wheth¬ 
er it has decided to allow the 
inclusion of eurobonds in the new 
Peps. All will be revealed in die draft 
proposals, it says. 

When the Chancellor first re¬ 
ferred to the new Peps, he seemed to 
limit eligibility to UK sterling 
bonds. Pep providers immediately 
began lobbying the Treasury. They 
demanded that euro-sterling bonds 
be included in the package, arguing 
that as the preferred money-raising 
route for a substantial number of 
UK blue chips, it would be unrea¬ 
sonable to exclude them. 

If eurobonds are barred, many 
industry lobbyists say it will not be 
worth their while going ahead with 
pure band Peps, because the invest¬ 
ment opportunities will be too 
narrow.

When it’s not a good idea to buy 




SALESMEN 
are using up 
the last two 
weeks of this 
tax year telling 
you that per¬ 
sonal equity 
plans are the 
solution to all your investment 
problems because they are tax- 
free. If you have to pay little 
tax, however, or you are older 
and do not want to wait years 
for results, you should steer 
clear. You will find any gains 
eaten up by charges, particu¬ 
larly at first. 

A widow of 70 on a small 
income, who has seen the 
value of her Pep fall by more 
than £1,000 since she took it 
out two years ago, is now 
warning cither older investors 
paying little tax to think 
carefully before moving 
money from a building soci¬ 
ety. Irene Bracken says the 


salesman who advised her to 
put her money into Co-opera¬ 
tive Insurance’s CIS UK In¬ 
come Trust told her nothing 
about the charges that would 
be deducted from her two 
£5.000 investments and did 
not explain the risks. 

She says: “The first I real¬ 
ised was when I received the 
contract note and saw the 
initial charge of 6 per cent- 1 
telephoned the agent who told 
me it was just a paper charge.” 

The charges, combined with 
stock market falls last year, 
reduced Mrs Bracken's total 
investment to £8,91151. after 
deducting three half-yearly in¬ 
come payments. The latest 
payment in January this year, 
was EI94.96. 

Mrs Bracken was reluctant 
to invest at first but she says 
the salesman pressed her. “It 
was absolutely ludicrous — he 
kept on and on calling.” Her 


total income from pensions 
and savings is just under 
£5.700 a year. With her per¬ 
sonal allowance of £4,200 in 
1994-95. only £1500 is raxed, 
and then only at 20 per cent 

In 199S96. the allowance 
will rise to £4.630. meaning 
even less of her income will 
be taxed. She is unlikely to 
exceed her capital gains tax 
allowance of £5.800 (£6.000 
after April 6). The benefit of a 
20 per cent taxbreak on 
income from her ftp will be 
wiped out in charges, partic¬ 
ularly early on. 

James Higgins, of Cham¬ 
berlain de Broe, the indepen¬ 
dent financial adviser, 
calculates that the gross yield 
on Mrs Bracken’S investment 
is 4.6 per cent a year. Already 
on die low side, this is further 
reduced by the 125 per cent 
annual management charge. 
She is saving about £67 a year 


in tax, but has to recoup the 6 
per cent initial charge that CIS 
levies. Mr Higgins says it will 
take Mrs Bracken nine years 
to recover the initial £600 
outlay. “For the average basic- 
rate or higher-rate taxpayer, 
low-yield ftps make no 
sense.” 

CIS blames foiling stock 
markets last year for the drop 
in Mrs Bracken’s investment 
It says: “We were assured by 
our sales staff that the ques¬ 
tions of both risk and manage¬ 
ment charges were explained 
to Mrs Bracken. We do not 
believe Mrs Bracken was 
under any pressure." 

It added: “Given that Mrs 
Bracken pays a modest 
amount of tax. we believe that 
a personal equity plan is a 
perfectly satisfactory arrange¬ 
ment though it should always 
be thought of as a medium to 
long-term investment"

Remember, too. that the fundamen¬ 
tals are not always obvious; and beware 
especially when you are one of those 
fundamentals. We all know by now that 
a consumer boom supported on rising 
asset values is a sure economic storm 
signal. What is not so obvious, except 
with hindsight, is that a stock market 
boom based an capital inflows, such as 
most emerging markets have experi¬ 
ences. can itself be a blinding economic 
headache. 

T he hindsight comes from Brian 
Reading, of Lombard Stret Re¬ 
search. He shows not only that 
the Mexican disaster was the result of a 
fool’s paradise financed by foreign share 
buyers; all those who burnt their fingers 
know that by now.

If you have put in your 
maximum this year but want 
to put in more to make up for 
previous years, you can “carry 
forward" up to six years’ 
unused relief. You must use 
up the relief for each year in 
order, starting with the earli¬ 
est year. The maximum you 
can put in will be a percentage 
of your salary in the relevant 
year. You will receive relief at 
your current highest rate. 
There is no deadline for carry¬ 
ing forward unused relief. 

You can also choose to

There are hundreds of plans 
to choose from, but working 
out which one wDJ pay you the 
best pension when you retire is 
almost impossible unless you 
are a qualified actuary with a 
lot of time on your hands. Not 
only are there several different 
types of plan, but the com¬ 
panies running diem levy 
different charges at different 
times. On top of this, invest¬ 
ment performance varies 
widely, both between different 
companies and within the 
same company. Good past 
performance is no guarantee 
that it will stay good. 

Actuaries’ surveys are one of 
the only sources of unbiased 
and detailed comparisons of 
different companies and pen¬ 
sion plans. But many of these 
surveys are carried out for the 
firms’ own clients rather than 
the general public. 

However, one firm, R, Wat¬ 
son. has given The Times 
details of its first annual 
personal pension survey. The 


results were intended for inter¬ 
nal use only this year, as a 
number of companies had 
declined to take part on the 
ground that they were adjust¬ 
ing die structure of their 
pension plans to take account 
of new rules compelling them 
to disclose their charges. But 
die figures supplied by die 
companies which did take part 
show the often huge gulf 
between the best and the

main findings: 

■ You would have done better 
with a with-profits policy than 
a unit linked one over the past 
ten years. £100 a month invest¬ 
ed in the .best with-profits 
performer over ten years.

Mark Stewart, a financial 
services consultant at Wat¬ 
sons, said with-profits policies 
were still benefiting from high 
bonus payouts in the late 1980s 
while unit-linked policies, 
which do not earn bonuses, 
had been hit by poor stock 
market returns. 

■ Choosing a poor performer 
can leave you thousands of 
pounds worse off. Assuming 
you pay no commission and 
invest £100 a month over ten 
years, you would have got 
only £20358 from a with- 
profits policy with London 
life, the worst performer. Sun 
Life, the best, would have paid 
you more than £9,000 more.

What's the fuss 
about? 

77ie percentage of the 
surpluses that should go 
to shareholders, rather than 
policyholders. Companies 
wish to clarify how much can 
be redistributed to investors, a 
lengthy task as some of the 
business in question was done 
30 or *10 years ago. In Legal & 
General's case, it is already 
specified that 90 per cent of the 
profits from the with-profits 


fund should go to policyhold¬ 
ers. with the rest going to 
shareholders. But the propor¬ 
tion of profits from other types 
of business is not laid down. 
Questioning a strategy that 
might benefit shareholders 
more than policyholders are 
those who believe that the re¬ 
serves are policyholders' buffer 
against future uncertainties. 

Why is this happening 
now? 

The applications to the 
DTI follow United 
Friendly's successful attempt, 
announced last month, to have 
its surpluses reallocated be¬ 


tween policyholders and share¬ 
holders. However, new finan¬ 
cial reporting rules will force 
companies to disclose “share¬ 
holder retained capital". This is

Charles 
Pickup, of Tiilinghast, says: “It 
is the DTl^ duty to preserve 
the balance of interests be¬ 
tween the parties. There’s no 
mileage for officials in rubber- 
stamping a deal which lines 
the pockets of shareholders." 
Sir John Non, the L&G policy¬ 
holder who has sought more 
information about the compa¬ 
ny’s plans, believes that chief 
actuaries’ own interests are 
too closely allied with those of 
their employers. He feels inde¬ 
pendent actuaries should rep¬ 
resent policyholders. 

Does this make life in¬ 
surance company 
shares a good buy? 

Sadly, you may have 
missed the boat. Insur¬ 
ance company shares have 
already risen in anticipation of 
higher dividends.

Savers trapped in 
theatre of absurd 


T iming is everything in 
investment and in com¬ 
edy. But next week’s 
sequence of events in court 
and elsewhere will rob thou¬ 
sands of savers and borrowers 
with the Cheltenham & 
Gloucester of the opportunity 
to make the most of the 
moment. The less than hilari¬ 
ous consequence is likely to be 
that they Jose their last slim 
chance to share in the Eli! 
billion Lloyds takeover. 

By next Tuesday, we should 
know whether the Halifax will 
be able lo award free shares to 
borrowers and savers of less 
than two years' standing when 
it turns into a bank. However, 
this knowledge is likely ro come 
too late for their counterparts at 
the C&G, who are shut out 
from the Lloyds largesse. 

Although the meeting to 
approve the Lloyds deal takes 
place next Friday, the deadline 
for receipt of proxy votes ran 
out yesterday. Many C&G 
savers will have given their 
assent, believing that there can 
now be no other more lucra¬ 
tive, or more equitable, out¬ 
come than Lloyds ownership. 

Besides being forced to cast 
their votes in ignorance of the 
Halifax ruling, these C&G 
customers were, of course, also 
unable to hear the delibera¬ 
tions at today's special meet¬ 
ing in Cheltenham. Dissidents 
will be proposing different 
destinies for the C&G, includ¬ 


ing flotation. Bur the C&G 
management cannot yet rest 
easy. Even if the Halifax wins 
the right to include ail mem¬ 
bers. including borrowers, in 
the shareouL then the C&G 
will probably still win the 
necessary consent of 75 per 
cent of savers. But persuading 
its borrowers who siand to 
gain nothing may be more 
difficult. 

Giving assurance 

INSURANCE company legis¬ 
lation makes much of “policy- 
holders' reasonable expecta¬ 
tions”. But exactly what the 
phrase means, no one can say, 
since it has never been tested 
in the courts. 

The time may have arrived, 
however, to establish policy¬ 
holders* reasonable expecta¬ 
tions to obtain more informa¬ 
tion about life company 
surpluses. Several household 
names are seeking clarifica¬ 
tion on the amount of these 
surpluses that can be paid out 
to shareholders, a piece of 
news that has put policyhold¬ 
ers on their guard. 

After the personal pensions 
debacle, the public is minded 
to be dubious about insurers' 
motives. If, in this instance, 
the companies’ only wish is to 
be even-handed, then they 
must provide fuller details of 
what they propose and why. 
Doesn’t that seem reasonable?

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Is it safe to lock into a rate? 


The market is expecting interest 
rates to rise. Caroline Merrell 
looks at the options for investors 


P atience is a virtue. It can 
also be its own reward. 
The interest rates now 
being offered to investors will¬ 
ing to keep money locked up 
on deposit for more than three 
years are more than a third 
higher than rates on shorter- 
term variable-rate accounts. 

The difference between 
long-term and short-term in¬ 
terest rates is at its biggest for 
a number of years. The gap 
between the two rates has been 
widening because the market 
is predicting another increase 
in interest rates before the end 
of the year. 

Many building societies and 
banks are now offering fixed- 
rate deposit accounts with 
interest at 8.5 per cent over 
three or five years. This com¬ 
pares with variable interest 
rates on short-term accounts of 
about 6 per cenL 
This week. Save & Prosper 
launched a term deposit ac¬ 
count, exploit- _. 

ing the interest 
rate gap. It will 
pay a fixed in¬ 
terest rate of 
between 7.75 
and 8375 per 
cent over a 
three or five- 
year period. 

The minimum 
investment is 
£10,000 and in¬ 
come can be taken annually. 
But should investors switch 
their money into a long-term 
fixed-interest rate account giv¬ 
en that rates are almost certain 
to rise before die end of the 
year? investors could find 
themselves at a disadvantage 
if the variable rate of interest 
rises above die rate payable mi 
their fixed-term deposit. 

Ian Lindsey, Save & Prosper 
executive director, says: “Over 
the past 15 months or so 
investors would have been 
able to achieve a much higher 
interest rate by putting their 
money away for a longer time. 
This is quite normal. The 
market is anticipating what it 
believes the prevailing vari¬ 
able rate of interest will be in 
three to five years’ time.” 

The main building societies 
and banks believe that interest

longer term 9 
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rates will rise by about 1 per 
cent by the end of the year, 
which would give depositors a 
variable interest rate of about 
8 per cent. 

However, they believe that 
after this rise, interest rates 
will flatten out or perhaps 
even fall slightly, which add to 
the attraction of three-year 
fixed rates of more than 8 per 
cent Fixing the rate beyond 
three years may be more risky 
because an election could pro¬ 
duce a change of government 
Under Labour, inflation may 
rise, which in turn would 
increase interest rates. Garry 
Marsh, of the Halifax, says: 
“There are two possible sce¬ 
narios on Interest rates over 
the next year. The most unlike¬ 
ly is that there is a sterling 
crisis and the Government is 
forced to raise interest rates 
sharply by 2 per cent At the 
moment, however, they seem 
to be ignoring it. It is far more 
likely that in¬ 
terest rates will 
rise by 03 or 1 
per cent by the 
end of 1995, 
which would 
represent the 
peak of the in¬ 
terest-rate cy¬ 
cle. Rates may 
then drop." 

Margaret 
Schwarz, Ab¬ 
bey National's chief econo¬ 
mist says that the Abbey was 
also expecting interest rates to 
flatten out at the S per cent 
level, with the biggest rise 
taking place between now and 
the end of the year. She says: 
“It is very difficult to predict 
what will happen in the longer 
term. It depends on what 
happens to inflation." 

Other societies offering high 
levels of fixed-interest rates 
over two. three and five years 
indude the Woolwich, Bristol 
& West and the Halifax. 

. The Halifax is offering a 
fixed-rate account that pays 8.5 
per cent fixed for three years or 
8.9 per cent fitted for five years 
on deposits of more than 
£10,000 or less than £50.000. 
For sums over that amount the 
rates are 8.6 percent and 9 per 
cent respectively. Bristol & 
West is offering a five-year 
bond that has a fixed rate of 8.7 
per cent, or a three-year bond 
with a rate of 83 per cent. 

For those investors who are 
still wary of locking their cash 
away for more than a year, 
gilts may provide an ideal 
compromise. Michael Read, 
investment director at Greg 
Middleton, the broker, points 
out that gilts with a three-year 
term are currently yieldir 
between 7 and 9 per cent, wi 
a redemption yield of about 8 
per oenL Unlike the fixed-rate 
bonds, gilts can be sold at any 
time and carry the possibility 
of some increase in capital that 
is free from capital gains tax. 
He says: “The yidds for once 
represent a good return over 
inflation which is expected to 
remain low."

Private investors 
take stock again

T housands of private in¬ 
vestors who have put 
their money into emerg¬ 
ing market funds have been 
watching this week's stock 
market scandal on the Bom¬ 
bay stock exchange, India’s 
largest, wirh mounting 
concern. 

Until the authorities stepped 
in and dosed the Bombay 
exchange on Monday. Tues¬ 
day, and Wednesday, inves¬ 
tors. and indeed the Indian 
Government, had hoped that ’ 
stock market scandals were 
firmly in the past. 

It is more than three years 
since the Bombay exchange 
was at the centre of another 
scandal. Then it was discov¬ 
ered that hundreds of millions 
of pounds worth of govern¬ 
ment bonds were being"traded 
with more than one investor 
laying claim to ownership. 

Since then, economic re¬ 
forms introduced by die ruling 
Congress party, which include 
more liberal currency and 
trading conditions, have been 
attracting vital foreign invest¬ 
ment. Alongside US mutual 
funds. British houses, too, 
have been opening up effective 
ways for UK investors to tap 
into Asia’s oldest stock market. 

Martin Currie, for example, 
runs a US$212 million Indian 
Opportunities fund from Ber¬ 
muda and Fleming manages a 
£62 million Indian investment 
trust listed in London that 
offers a low-cost, £40-a-montft 
savings scheme. Fleming also 
runs a New York-listed India 


Fund. A number of other unit 
and investment trust manag¬ 
ers. that look after emerging 
market portfolios, have India 
at or near the top of their "buy" 
lists. 

Even better, the World 
Bank, that strictest of fiscal 
taskmasters, says: “The im¬ 
provement in India’s external 
accounts, both current and 
capital, has exceeded the most 
optimistic expectations, with 
the result that the country's 
foreign exchange reserves now 



are at their highest level in 
history.” Last month, the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), which in 1091 had to 
step in with emergency fund¬ 
ing when India's foreign ex¬ 
change reserves fell to less 
than 20 days’ import cover, 
offered a stand-by line of credit 
for investment purposes. Re¬ 
serves now provide almost 
nine months of import cover. 

With such encouraging 
signs of stability in the world’s 
largest democracy, ir was a 
blow to investors’ confidence 
when the authorities closed the 
Bombay exchange for three 
days this week. Bombay is the 
flagship of India'S network of 
25 exchanges. Founded in 
1876. it accounts for two-thirds

For the record. MS Shoes, a 
shoemaker and hotelier, was 
accused by the Indian authori¬ 
ties of rigging the market in its 
own shares. A broker who 
bought the company's shares 
ro support the price then 
defaulted with debt of about £5 
million. The cause of the 
scandal, however, is almost 
coincidental. 

With the Government under 
electoral pressure for not 
spreading the benefits of the 
economic recovery to the vast 
majority of the 880 million 
population, investors have be¬ 
gun to wonder whether the 
latest Bombay fiasco is not a 
signal that the reform process 
may come to an abrupt halt. 
But the investment scales still 
come down squarely in India's 
favour. 

Dr Swraj Paul, chairman of 
Caparo Group, told delegates 
at a recent Asia conference 
held by Thornton, the invest¬ 
ment management group: “Al¬ 
most 20 million individuals of 
Indian origin now live outside 
India ... All are deeply corn- 
mined to free enterprise and 
reform. Non-resident Indians 
are the real secret weapon 
against any serious rollback in 
economic policy.” 

He also said: “Above all, the 
Indian heritage is financially 
prudent- Indians are high 
savers and almost religiously 
believe in paying their public 
debts. Unlike some emerging 
markets where payment of 
obligations has no urgency 
and non-payment is no embar¬ 
rassment. the idea of default is 
personally and nationally ab¬ 
horrent to Indians.” 

Adrian Mowat. a director of 
Martin Currie, points out the 
pluses of investment in India. 
It is the world’s fifth largest 
economy. It has a rich mineral 
base with large reserves of 
gas. iron ore and coal. It has a 
thriving agricultural sector 
that employs some 60 per rent 
of the workforce. It is also one 
of the world's leading comput¬ 
er software manufacturers. 

And it has barely begun to 
tap into the middle-class con¬ 
sumer market of about 200 
million people. For example, 
demand for telecommunica¬ 
tions services has now out¬ 
stripped availability. India 
needs to increase its lines from 
seven million to at least 20 
million by the year MOO.

US$30,000 a year and they are 
keen to buy cars, homes and 
almost all consumer goods.

Church investment funds do perform 

From Mr Tim Lavis 
Sir, Your article (Saving for 
the church’s very fabric — 

Weekend Money, March 11) 
suggests that the CBF Invest¬ 
ment Fund performance has 
been poor. 1 do not agree. 

Reference was made to its 
record in relation to a pension 
fund. Although not a compari¬ 
son 1 would normally use. the 
facts, according to the WM 
Company, an independent 
performance measurement 
company, are these. 

Over the past ten years, the 
CBF Investment Fund has 
produced a total return of 12.8 
per cent per annum, com¬ 
pared with the WM Pension 
Fund Universe average of 12.7 
per cent per annum. This is 
despite the fact that it is this 
fund (not the Charities Official 
Investment Fund as you re¬ 
ported! that has some ethical 
restrictions. At times, though 
not recently, this has proved to 
have been a marginal handi¬ 
cap to overall performance. In 
managing the fund we also 
pay particular attention to 
increasing the dividend that 
the fund pays. The CBF In¬ 
vestment Fund throughout its 
36-year history has never had 
to cut its annual distribution to 
its shareholders. 

Your article ignored the 
benefits for parish treasurers 
in using the CBF Funds, 
which include its low costs. 
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'previous employer Vou inay be grtiHad to a 
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payment of income gross of 
tax and a number of other 
administrative advantages 
that have been developed over 
the years from our experience 
in dealing with church inves¬ 
tors. However, the most signif¬ 
icant omission was in not 
recognising that the CBF 
Funds are classified under the 
Trustee Investments Act 1961 
as special range and, there¬ 
fore. the division of capital into 
narrower and wider range 
does not apply. Consequently, 
by using these funds, church 
trusts have more effectively 
protected both their capital 
and income from the effect of 
inflation over time than would 
otherwise have been the case. 

The fact that it is clear from 
your report that many people 
are simply not aware of this 
important feature shows that 
there is a very - real need for 
expert advice in this specialist 
area of investment. Fortunate¬ 
ly. our associate, CCLA Invest¬ 
ment Management, provides 
such a service for both church 
and charity trusts and had 
approximately E2 billion 
funds under management. 
More recently. CCLA has 
established a charity invest¬ 
ment helpline (OI7I-5SS-1SI5) 
which can give assistance with 
general investment inquiries 
and provides suitable advice 
and policy guidance to meet 
individual church and charily 
trust requirements.

Insurers 
move into 
health cover 

INSURANCE companies 
pounce on new marketing 
opportunities like cats on 
mice. So as the Government 
prepares to cut state sickness 
benefits, insurers are already 
moving in for the kill, armed 
with critical illness and per¬ 
manent health insurance 
(PHI) policies to plug the gaps 
(Liz Dolan writes). 

From April 13, the Govern¬ 
ment is replacing sickness and 
invalidity benefit with inca¬ 
pacity benefit, which will be 
governed by stricter qualify¬ 
ing rules. 

People who still qualify for 
payment may receive less 
benefit, and will have to pay 
tax on whatever they receive. 
Some, who previously would 
have qualified, will now no 
longer do so. 

Fewer than three in ten 
working people are aware of 
the forthcoming changes, ac¬ 
cording to a survey published 
this week by Guardian. But. 
when alerted to the situation, 
the vast majority said they 
would rely on savings, rather 
than take out PHI or critical 
illness cover.

collective label, the Magnifi¬ 
cent Seven.

nault and he is relaxed and 
more ar ease with the pres¬ 
sures that are heaped upon 
him. 

On Thursday night he sur¬ 
vived the ultimate test He out¬ 
lasted the Jordan driver, Eddie 
Irvine, at a party thrown fay 
the drivers' respective teams. 
Irvine, who has given up 
alcohol as his commitment to 
the sport grows, left the restau- 
rantearly. Hill stayed chatting 
later into the night 

“After two years of doing 
this, 1 have got into the routine 
now.” Hill said. “At first I 
used to resent aU the external 
pressures. I wondered why 
people wanted to talk to me 
and I just wanted to get on 
with my job and be left alone.

But as the season pro¬ 
gresses. he and Hill may begin 
to dominate races as they did 
in Portugal last season, when 
they finished second and first 
respectively. Couithard will 
not be content to play a 
supporting role to his team¬ 
mate, but Hill may just have 


the upper hand. The other 
chief British contender for 
honours should be Johnny 
Herbert, the only one of the 
domestic contingent never to 
have achieved a podium fin¬ 
ish. In a Benetton. Herbert at 
last has the equipment to 
match his talent and if he does 
not acquire the tendency to 
self-destruct that seems to 
afflict Schumacher’s team¬ 
mates. he should finish consis¬ 
tently high in the points, even 
though it is unlikely he will 
challenge for the title itself. 

Mansell is the wild card in 
the British pack, an unknown 
quantity because of the fiasco 
surrounding his compatibility 
with the cockpit of the 
McLaren-Mercedes. But when 
he does appear, either at bnola 
in late April or Barcelona in 
May, he is unlikely to settle for 
being an also-ran. It is hard to 
imagine an all-British podium 
without him. 

Irvine may be the surprise 


of the season. He acquired an 
unwarranted reputation for 
being a wild driver after he 
was harshly penalised by the 
international motor sport fed¬ 
eration ar the beginning of last 
season, but many team own¬ 
ers now rate him as one of the 
outstanding prospects. With 
tiie ambitious Jordan team 
driving him on. regular ap¬ 
pearances on the podium, 
even a race win, beckon for 
him, too. 

Brundle is keen to remind 
everyone that he has been 
Britain's second most success¬ 
ful driver behind HiU in the 
past two years and he will be 
in contention for points when 
he gets into a Ugier. Bhmdell 
will hope other opportunities 
arise when Mansell returns. 

The British make a formida¬ 
ble team but there are a few 
obstacles to that dream of 
three Union Jacks fluttering 
over the podium. One of them 
is called Michael Schumacher.

In the hand I gave yesterday, the declarer in a cross-ruff had a 
phase of ruffing with high trumps before reverting to ruffing 
with intermediates. 

A similar situation is a four-card ending where you have KJ 
opposite A10, with the Q held by the defence. For the next two 
tricks you ruff with the ace and long, and only then ruff with the 
jack or ten - the defence score only the queen. Ruffing low earlier 
may allow the defender to overruff and play a trump. 

The hand below, (from match-pointed pairs, in which over- 
tricks are extremely important), is another variant.

Declarer ruffe the club low in dummy, comes to hand with the 
ace of hearts and ruffs another dub low.

What A Hand seizes winning chance

WHEN you have just trained 
the winners of both the Gold 
Cup and the Champion Hur¬ 
dle at Cheltenham, you have 
no need to envy anyone else's 
fortune. But Kim Bailey will 
have observed with keen inter¬ 
est yesterday that the final of 
The Tunes Rising Stars Hunt¬ 
ers Chase series at Newbury 
was won by a horse he sold 
two years aga 

It was won. to stretch the 
coincidence further, by the 
trainer-jockey team of Richard 
Barber and Polly Curling who 
enjoyed their own Chelten¬ 
ham triumph when Fantus 
won the Foxhunter Chase in 
the slipstream of Bailey's 
Master Oats routing the Gold

as are Bailey and Norman 
Williamson in theirs, took the 
third running of The Tunes 
final with What A Hand, a 
seven-year-old chestnut whose 
only previous experience of 
National Hunt fences was 
short-lived and painful. 

Earlier this month, qualify¬ 
ing for the final by Tunning at 
Taunton, What A Hand was 
hampered at the first fence 
and unseated his rider. Horse 
was unhurt and jockey un¬ 
daunted. “I have always 
thought he'd be a good horse 
and I have been proved right" 
Curling said, having betrayed 
the excitement of the moment 
by dropping her presentation 
magnum of iiampagne in die 
sunlit winner's enclosure. 

She is one tough cookie. 
Miss Curling. Only on Thurs¬ 
day. having ridden a winner 
at Wincanton, she suffered a 
bone-shaking fall. She soothed 
the aches with a hot bath but 
wore the legacy of a scarred 
forehead yesterday. Typically, 
she brushed aside the inconve¬ 
nience and today resumes the

defence of her point-to-point 
riders' title at WUiiton. 

In her own way. Curling is 
every bit as indomitable as 
What A Hand’s remarkable 
owner.

Five years ago. she was 
regarded as so dose to death 
that family and friends gath¬ 
ered around her sick bed.

son. “Tishie", builds fences for 
point-to-point courses both 
here ana in Ireland. Curling 
said she wanted to win the 
final for them both and. 
entering the winner's enclo¬ 
sure, aimed an exuberant 
thumbs-up at the owner. 

In May 1993. What A Hand 
was sent to die Ascot Sales by 
Bailey, who contacted Barber 
to suggest he would make an 
ideal poinHo-pointer. Barber 
is not short of such calls. With 
an expanding operation in the 
amateur field and a reputation 
for being able to spend size¬ 
able sums, he is naturally 
wary of them. “But Kim didn't 
want to put me away," he 
reflected. “He said he had no 
owner for this horse and that 


he needed time to mature. We 
paid only £3,200 for him." 

What A Hand went off the 
11-4 favourite but the competi¬ 
tive market, in which four of 
the eight-strong field were 9-2 
or shorter, reflected the nature 
of the race: On the fastest 
ground these horses have 
encountered this season, it 
was run at a demanding 
gallop throughout and only 
Curling’s horsemanship 
maintained the favourite’s 
chance when he hung. right 
and headed for ■ the 
horseboxes at the end of die 
home straight 

A searching pace was being 
set by Paul Hacking on Colo¬ 
nial Kelly, who belied the fact 
that he had never jumped a 


regulation fence, in impressive 
style. Country Tarrogen, die 
northern hope who had been 
the favourite in early ex¬ 
changes. began to pick up die 
leaders as they turned for 
home, by which time Proud 
Sun and Mike Felton had 
come to grief. By now. though. 
Curling was sitting confident¬ 
ly in second and when she 
made her move after the third 
last the race looked over. 

Hacking conjured a re¬ 
newed effort from colonial 
Kelly but was still 3*z lengths 
down at the line. Country 
Tarrogen stayed on gamely in 
third but theirs however were 
supporting roles in yesterday's 
drama.

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Saturday Portrait: Mike Tyson, by Srikumar Sen, boxing correspondent 


Fallen champion free 
to demonstrate he 
has stood test of time 


M ike Tyson walks out of 
Indiana Youth Centre 
today amid rumour and 
speculation. It is an exciting mo¬ 
ment for heavyweight boxing, as it 
is at its lowest point ever, there 
being only Lennox Lewis and 
Riddick Bo we to provide foe 
opposition in a division bereft of 
talent 

But no matter how positively 
Tyson and his promoter, Don 
King, project the future — the 
former world champion already 
has often exceeding $360 million 
(about £240 million) — the road 
ahead could be Just as rough as the 
one that led to Plainfield. Perhaps 
Tyson's new-found religion of 
Islam, his two children, Kilrain 
and Mic’ael, and girlfriend, Geral¬ 
dine Ecclestone, will help him to 
reestablish himself. 

Life for Tyson has seldom been 
smooth. When he was 12, he was 
arrested for purse snatching in 
Brooklyn and sent to Ttyon. a 
special school in upstate New 
York. Fourteen years later he was 
in jail again, for rape. It is unlikely 
that he will have radically altered 
his views about life, particularly 
about women. For be still main¬ 
tains he did not rape Desiree 
Washington, an 18-year-old contes¬ 
tant in a Miss Blade America 
beauty contest 

In between Tryon and Plain- 
field, Tyson went through a dra¬ 
matic marriage, four lawsuits for 
sexual harrassment one for 
assault was involved in a st r eet 
brawl, in which he broke his hand, 
smashed up a BMW and a 
Bentley, and lost his three world 
tides and most of his life’s earnings 
of around $50 million. 

The writing was on the wall,” 
Teddy Atlas, Tyson’S first trainer, 
said after the rape triaL “Everyone 
thinks die good guys died [Cus 
D’Amato and Jim Jacobs. Tyson’s 
managers] and foe bad guys 
moved in. But Tyson was heading 
that way anyway. He's in unchar¬ 
tered waters now, and has no idea 
where to go from here." 

It was lysonls focus on boxing 
that kept him out of trouble in the 
early days. Jacobs had him boxing 
every two or three months. He 
became the youngest heavyweight 
champion, at 21, in November 


1986. beating Trevor Berbick. the 
WBC champion, and in nine 
months unified foe tide by lifting 
James Smith’s WBA crown and 
Tony Tucker's 1BF championship. 

In the three years from 1985, 
when he started boxing, to the time 
he knocked out Michael Spinks in 
1988. Tyson was in serious trouble 
only once, when he assaulted a car 
park attendant in Los Angeles and 
had to pay $105,000 in an out-of- 
court settlement But after Tyson 
broke away from his Cats kill 
boxing team after his marriage to 
Robin Givens, foe actress, and the 
death of Jacobs in 1988. and joined 
King, he lost his way. For foe next 
four years he was forever getting 
into trouble. 

He crashed his car into a tree in 
foe driveway of his Catskill home 
in 1988 and was taken to hospital 

The trouble is his 
ego. He said that 
ifaratcameoutof 
a sewer it would 
stop to look at him’ 

A month later, he went on the 
rampage in his BemaidsvOle. 
New Jersey, mansion and the 
police had to be called to restrain 
him. Givens sued for divorce and 
Tyson counter-sued. In 1990 be 
fought Frank Bruno but his boxing 
was wild and uncontrolled and he 
took five rounds to stop the 
Englishman. A year later. Tyson 
was knocked out in ten rounds by 
James "Buster” Douglas. He never 
got his boxing together again. He 
stopped moving his bead and 
attacked in a straight line, thereby 
getting caught with, the jab on the 
way in. Instead of unleashing 
destructive combinations, he pre¬ 
ferred to hit and step bade or hold- 
His term in prison will have 
further eroded his skills. But he 
has kept in shape with sit-ups, 
press-ups and shadow-boxing. If 
George Benton, his new tramer. 
can bufld on this, all could be welt 
if he cannot Tyson could soon be 
faring another crisis. 


Four American experts believe 
that Tyson, 28. will never be the 
terror of foe ring again. They are 
Bobby Stewart Adas, Kevin Roo¬ 
ney and Jos6 Torres, who know 
Tyson foe boxer, man and boy. 
better than anybody dse. Stewart 
was a counsellor at Ttyon. He 
taught Tyson to box at the age of 13 
and took him to D’Amato. Atlas, 
together with D’Amato. gave 
Tyson his fighting style: Rooney 
took him to the world title; Tories, 
a former world light-heavyweight 
champion and a pupD of D’Amato. 
was Tyson’s confidant 

They believe that to be the 
fighter he was, Tyson will have to 
go bade to “Cos’s philosophy”, as 
Tyson always called it But that is 
unlikely to happen, as Mack roots 
seem to be more important to 
Tyson than boxing roots. "The 
trouble with Tyson is that his ego 
gets in the way,” Rooney said. “He 
said that if a rat came out of a 
sewer it would stop to look at him." 

Tyson must go back to how he 
used to box in the beginning, 
Stewart believes. According to 
him, Adas and Rooney are the 
only trainers who could bring it all 
bade. “There’s confusion now 
because there is nobody who 
knows his style or can teD him. He 
needs help in the ring.” 

Torres agrees that that help can 
only come from those who worked 
with D’Amato. “Don King does 
not understand the technical side 
of boxing.” Torres said. “For Tyson 
to be at his best he has to be with 
people who know him. To win the 
world tide he has to r emembe r ail 
the filings he learnt with Cus.” 
Stewart said: “I only taught him to 
box but Cus was everything to 
him. When he came to me, Mike 
was 13, 5ft 6in, 1921b and didn’t 
know a left from his right in 
boxing terms, but he was very 
strong. I would show him how to 
use his hands and how to move 
and. at 3am, they would hear 
noises and snorting in the room 
and they’d turn an the lights and 
see him practising. 

“By the next day. when I came to 
work, he had it done. In one month 
he was as good as a top amateur. 
He brake my nose with his jab. I 
took him to Cus. Mike and I boxed 
to show Cus. In the second round 


he was really pressuring me and I 
had bloodied his nose. Atlas 
wanted to stop the sparring but 
Mike said, “Mr Adas, we never 
stop after two rounds, we have to 
go three rounds’. I saw Cus and 
foe old-timers around the ring 
catch their breath. When Cus was 
taking my gloves off i said. 'What 
do you think. Cus? ‘What do I 
think? he said. That’s a heavy¬ 
weight champion of the world’." 

Allas, while accepting that 
Tyson could win the world title 


because of the mediocrity of the 
champions, doubts whether Tyson 
can be the same force. “He had 
deteriorated before he went to 
jail." Atlas said. “It may be that he 
was never meant to be a great 
fighter; he may have been meant 
to be a shooting star. To be a great 
fighter you have to have character. 
Three years off is not going to 
make him a beuer fighter.” 

Adas believes Tyson should take 
three or four bouts before chal¬ 
lenging for the title. “Because the 


public are going to think iTs the 
return of Godzilla, and irs going to 
be an event, not a fight, a 
superbowl. His management 
could deride to take one real 
popcorn, a couple of smear jobs, 
and then boomp, right in. Hell 
regain the title because there’s 
nobody out there. I don’t think he 
will ever be as sensational as when 
he first appeared on die scene." 

Adas said that the real problem 
with Tyson was that he never had 
his own identity. When he became 


champion he moved away from 
his old ties to be advised tv people 
he thought gave him a certain 
power. Then he wanted to. be 
accepted by “street guys".

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Steering fault causes world champion to crash in qualifying for Brazilian Grand Prix

Schumacher threatens to pull out

IT TOOK them 20 minutes to 
move Michael Schumacher's 
battered Benetton-Renault 
from its resting place near the 
tyre wall yesterday. It was 
winched onto a lorry and 
carried at a funerial pace back 
to the pits as the rest of the 
drivers waited to resume qual¬ 
ifying for tomorrow’s race. 
Then the garage doors came 
down at Benetton. 

Johnny Herbert Schu¬ 
macher's new team-mate, be¬ 
gun his season by not turning 
a wheel all afternoon as the 
team puzzled over what had 
caused the German’s accident, 
while the rest of Formula One 
collectively shook its head that 
a crash should mar the open¬ 
ing session of a new season 
that so desperately needs posi¬ 
tive beginnings. 

It was dearly not a minor 
problem. Schumacher, the 
world champion, spoke to 
German television some min¬ 
utes after the session and 
threatened to pull out of 
tomorrow's race if the cause of 
the trouble was not isolated. 
Indeed, the season, barely into 
its stride, seemed already to be 
in some disarray. 

Schumacher had begun 
where he left off last year in 
Adelaide — bouncing off a 


wall. He had completed only 
two laps under the ashen skies 
that blanketed the dty when 
he ran wide onto die grass at 
the exit of a right-hand comer, 
spun at 140mph and hurtled 
backwards into the protective 
doak of tyres. 

He leapt out unhurt, leaving 
the battered remains of his car 
behind him and his pride 
badly damaged. Herbert was 
ready to go out. but the team 
stopped him after early indica¬ 
tions the accident bad been 
caused by a steering problem. 

Even the suspicion of a form 
of steering failure sent shud¬ 
ders through the paddock. 
Many suspect that Ayrton 
Senna's crash at Imoia last 
year may have been caused by 
a similar problem and for the 
issue to be raised again here, 
in Senna's home city, and at a 
time when he is being missed 
most keenly before his home 
grand prix, seemed particular¬ 
ly crueL 

Yet if the year had begun in 
the worst possible way for 
Benetton and Schumacher, it 
started almost perfectly for 
Williams and Damon Hill, 
who missed out on the champ¬ 
ionship so narrowly in Ade¬ 
laide. Hill extended the 
domination he had estab¬ 
lished in the morning practice 
session into afternoon qualify¬ 
ing and finished nearly one 


second quicker than his 
nearest rival Gerhard Berger. 
in a Ferrari. 

David Coultharri, who is 
still recovering from a bout of 
tonsilitis. completed Williams’ 
happy day by setting the third- 
qukkest time, just ahead of the 
other Ferrari driven by Jean 
AJesi. Schumacher finished 
sixth behind Mika Hakki- 
nen’s McLaren-Mercedes. 

Hill looked determined and 
smooth as he emerged from 
the garage halfway through 
the session and immediately 
went more than a second 
quicker than Bergers previ¬ 
ous fastest time. When the 
Austrian closed the gap. Hill 
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responded by extending it 
again. 

“I hesitate to say that was a 
perfect start, but it was a 
damned good one," Hill said. 
“I will just have to do that in 
another 31 qualifying sessions. 
Ferrari are looking like the 
most competitive of our rivals. 


but we are looking good for 
the rest of the season." 

Schumacher said a link in 
the steering system had bro¬ 
ken. causing him to lose 
control. "I am not hurt in any 
way," he said- “1 feel okay, but 
obviously I am very surprised 
that this should happen. We 
have done so much testing and 
had no problems. Now we 
have to thoroughly examine 
the car." 

Benetton appear to have 
been plagued by bad luck all 
week. On Thursday, a friend 
of the team's managing direc¬ 
tor, Flavio Briatore. was de¬ 
tained at Sao Paulo airport 
because the correct visa had 



not been issued and yesterday 
morning electrical problems 
hampered the team's ability to 
produce competitive practice 
times. Last night, their me¬ 
chanics faced a busy night 
repairing Schumachers car 
and trying to rectify die steer¬ 
ing problem. 

It was a bad day. too. for the 
driver many Brazilians are 
pinning their hopes on as the 
heir to Senna. Rubens 
Barrichello. 22. had not com¬ 
pleted his first lap when a puff 
of smoke emerged from his 
Jordan-Peugeot and he slowed 
to a halt on a gradual incline 
before running back to the pits 
carrying his seat so he could fit 
it into his team-mate's car. He 
was able to complete seven 
more laps in that and finished 
eleventh in the overall stand¬ 
ings. His team-mate, Eddie 
Irvine, was eighth. 

The apparent engine failure 
provided McLaren, who split 
with Peugeot last year, with 
some solace after the hard¬ 
ships they have endured in die 
last fortnight over the absence 
of Nigel Mansell. Apart from 
Hakkinen's encouraging per¬ 
formance. Mark Blundell fin¬ 
ished a creditable ninth after 
only a handful of testing laps 
in the car.

Date poses little threat 
to Grafs upward trend 


Langer’s climb continues 
as Faldo is cut adrift

STEFFI GRAF has so far 
collected 88 singles titles, three 
or them at the Upton champi¬ 
onships. When she retains the 
title, as is virtually certain to 
be the case here this afternoon, 
she will move into third place 
on her own in the women’s 
roll-call of honours. 

At present she is equal with 
Evonne Cawley and a huge 
gap lies ahead of her — Chris 
Evert finished with 157 and 
Martina Navratilova with 167 
— and behind her. Next in the 
list of active players is 
Gabriela Sabatini, who has 
enlarged her collection of 27 by 
only two in the past two years. 

Graf, despite fears that her 
back problem might inhibit 
her, and even cause prema¬ 
ture retirement is again 
standing apart. She opened 
last year, before the fault in 
her lower spine was detected, 
with 27 victories, before she 
dropped a set — against 
Natalia Zvereva in the final 
here. She has opened this 
year, after an absence of five 
months broken only by a 
fleeting appearance in one 
tournament, with 15 wins in 
straight sets. 

In the process, she picked up 
her 87th title, indoors in Paris, 
last month and her 88th, 
outdoors at Delray Beach, a 
fortnight ago. The triumphant 
sequence was almost bound to 
continue as soon as Arantxa 
Sanchez Vkario. the top seed 
by virtue of her ranking, was 
knocked out 

Mary Pierce and Conchita 
Martinez, the only other con¬ 


tenders who might have posed 
a threat, were among die few 
who did not enter. 

Jana Novotna, the third 
seed, has not been able to take 
a set off Graf since infamously 
crumbling in the Wimbledon 
final of 1993. Her inferiority 
complex, a trait that is scarcely 
exclusive to her. was again 
evident during her twelfth 
successive defeat to Graf. 6-2. 
7-5, in tiie semi-final. 

Graf, the champion in 1987. 
1988 and 1994, is not even 
certain to have to expend any 
energy in defending the title 
today. Her opponent, Kimiko 
Date, resembled a winged 
bird during the other semi¬ 
final, in which she benefited 
from another of Sabatini's 
extraordinary collapses, 
which may have lengthy 
repercussions. 

The last time Sabatini lost 
after being 6-1, 5-1 ahead, at 



the 1993 French Open against 
Mary Joe Fernandez, she did 
not win a tournament for 
almost two years. The psycho¬ 
logical damage inflicted by a 
wounded Date, in recovering 
to win a march festooned with 
errors. 1-6. 7-6, 7-6, could be 
irreparable. 

In the last of four previous 
meetings against Graf — half 
of them, curiously, here — 
Date was allowed a mere two 
games. Her shoulder injury, 
which has affected her for four 
years and flared up again 
during practice earlier in the 
week, increases the already 
overwhelming odds against 
her. 

The odds were also stacked 
against Pete Sampras and 
Jonas Bjorkman in the final 
sets of their respective quarter¬ 
finals. Sampras, the holder, 
was a point away from falling 
4-1 behind to Andrei 
Medvedev and Bjorkman was 
5*2 down to Mats Wilander. a 
Swedish compatriot born in 
the same town of Vaxjo. 

Demonstrating resilience 
far beyond the imagination of 
the fearful Sabatini, they both 
survived their ordeals. 
Sampras, warned for unchar¬ 
acteristic verbal abuse as he 
yielded the second set on a tie- 
break. went through 6-1,6-7.6- 
4 and faces the unseeded 
Bjorkman, who eliminated 
Wilander 6-2.1-6,7-5.

da wed his way further up the 
leaderboard at the Players’ 
Championship yesterday 
when he had a 71 in the 
second round here in Florida. 
Laager's round was just as up 
and down as his first had 
been, but this seems to be the 
way of the world for him these 
days. 

He started at three under 
par. moved to five under as he 
readied the turn and then, for 
a brief glorious moment took 
over the lead when he eagled 
die long 2nd lo move to seven 
under par.

with hardly a breath of wind. 
On such aday, the statistics of 
the previous day on this 132- 
yard hole were but a memory 
— 41 balls in the water. 15 
birdies.

Faldo shows a surprising 
vulnerability sometimes. 
Playing the wrong ball in the 
Open Championship at 
Turnberry when his own was 
dearly marked with the figure 
13 is bizarre. So is playing 
with the wrong compression 


balls here, which is what he 
ascribed his bad first round to 
when he reached the club¬ 
house late on Thursday 
evening. 

"Bridgestone put the wrong 
balls in my locker," Faldo 
said. This begs several ques¬ 
tions: first should he not have 
checked the compression of 
the balls he was using before 
he went to the tee of his first 
hole and. second, does the 
compression of a ball really 
make so much difference to a 
player of Faldo’s stature? 

Woosnam played some glo¬ 
rious iron shots in his second 
round and showed that the 
extraordinarily long rest from 
tournament golf appears to 
have done him little harm. He 
pitched dead for a simple 
birdie on the 2nd, hit his 
second shot to four feet on the 
4th and his second to eight 
feet on the 6th. He was 
swinging simply and making 
it ail look very easy. 

His blemishes came on the 
6th where he three-putted, his 
first going two feet past, and 
on the 7th, where he was a 
little unlucky. His pitch land¬ 
ed short of the green and 
hurtled forward and over the 
back. Even on firm greens 
such as these, this looked an 
unfair result Hecouldnotget 
dose enough to one-putt with 
his chip and another stroke 
was gone. But a round of 69 
for a halfway total of 143 
represents a satisfactory two 
days' work.
